Health 
Commish 
Ron Hill 
resigns

T he future’s not exactly looking 
bright for San Francisco 
Health Commissioner Ron 
Hill, who last week faced an on¬ 
slaught of allegations that his lifestyle 
had long been supported by a rubber 
checkbook. Hill, 43, resigned from 
the San Francisco Health Commis¬ 
sion, officials announced Monday, 
October 16. 

The openly gay Hill turned him¬ 
self in to the Sonoma County District 
Attorney’s office last Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 12, the same day that the Bay 
Area Reporter broke the story that he 
was wanted in that county on a 
$17,500 warrant for bad checks. He 
has pleaded innocent to the charges. 
Similar charges are being investigated 
by the San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney’s office as well, and sources in 
Sonoma County say that Hill has a 
prior record for the same conduct 
dating back to 1998. 

Last week Hill told the B.A.R. that 
his ex-lover, a Bay Area dentist with 
whom he was partnered for 12 years, 
may have stolen his checks and 
forged Hill’s identity. But many peo¬ 
ple claiming to be victims soon re¬ 
ported that it was indeed Hill who 
wrote and signed the checks. Hill 
then told the San Francisco Chronicle 
on October 13 that while he wrote 
the checks, his ex must have cleaned 
out his account without telling him. 

In Sonoma, Hill is alleged to have 
run up a tab of over $3,000, mostly 
for purchases at antiques stores. The 
warrant for his arrest was issued in 
January of this year. There is not yet a 
price tag on alleged San Francisco 
damage, as the investigation is still 
pending, but one city resident told 
the B.A.R. that a criminal case may be 
the only way for him to claim the 
money that is owed to him. 

“He hired me to help him with 
moving, and each of his five checks 
bounced,” said Marlon Woodward, 
who was hooked up with Hill in May 
through the Positive Resource Cen¬ 
ter, a job training and placement pro¬ 
gram for people with HIV/AIDS. “He 
still owes me $450 and I’ve been 
planning on going to small claims 
court, but I won’t have a good shot at 
that money if he’s in prison.” 

Even if convicted on local crimi¬ 
nal charges, according to the district 
attorney’s office, obtaining damages 
for individual victims will still be dif¬ 
ficult. 

Hill was appointed to the Health 
Commission by Mayor Willie Brown 
in 1997. The seven-member Health 
Commission, consisting of mayoral 
appointees, oversees the San Francis¬ 
co Department of Public Health. It is 
not known who Brown will appoint 
to replace Hill. ▼ 
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Women prisoners 
II all at state hearing

T he California Department of Cor¬ 
rections tried its hardest to be pre¬ 
sentable last Wednesday, October 
11, when state legislators descend¬ 
ed upon Valley State Prison for Women to 
conduct a groundbreaking hearing on al¬ 
leged medical abuse and neglect endured by 
women inside. 

The prison guards were polite and wel¬ 
coming. The visiting room was adorned 
with a multicultural mural. And rumors 
even circulated that some prisoners who had 
previously been denied medical care were 
coincidentally beginning treatment that very 
same day. 

But the charade was unsuccessful. 

From the onset, the corrections depart¬ 
ment was clearly on the defensive. Testimo¬ 
ny from more than a dozen prisoners de¬ 
scribed healthcare scenarios worse than 
“something the Three Stooges would do on 
Saturday Night Live” as one woman’s hus¬ 
band summarized for the eight-member 
-legislative panel. 

The hearing in, Chowchilla - home of the 
state’s two largest women’s facilities - was 
the first of two called by state Senator 
Richard Polanco (D-Los Angeles); it was fol¬ 
lowed by a hearing in Los Angeles that fo¬ 
cused on sexual abuse by prison guards. 
Others presiding were state Senator Cathie 
Wright (R-Simi Valley) and Assemblyman 
Carl Washington (D-Paramount), and rep¬ 
resentatives of additional legislators includ¬ 
ing state Senator John Burton (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco). 

The testimony from prisoners and advo¬ 
cates was enough to evoke bipartisan dis¬ 
gust, prompting lawmakers to comment, 
“What I heard today curdled my stomach,” 
(Wright) and “It seems as though most cats 
and dogs are treated better” (Washington). 

Personal stories indicated that the mo¬ 
ment women enter the correctional system - 
mostly for nonviolent offenses or crimes of 
self-defense - they become throwaways, not 
worthy of the most basic acts of humanity. 
Compounding this stigma is the fact that the 
women’s Medical Technical Assistants are 
also trained prison guards and responsible 
for their punishment, a duality not practiced

Currying for voters' 
favor in District 11

F ate works in mysterious ways. 

Steven Currier has an unidentified 
young man to thank not only for getting 
him involved in community, service sev 
years ago - leading to his current run 
pervisor in San Francisco’s 
for possibly saving his 
It was May 1992, a week 
or so after the riots had bro¬ 
ken out in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, and urban areas 
throughout the country. An 
all-white jury had acquitted 
three L.A. police officers in 
the infamous brutal pum- 
meling of an African Amer¬ 
ican, Rodney King, a beating 
caught on videotape and re¬ 
peatedly broadcast around 
the world. 

“I was in my BMW on 
the corner of Fell and Web¬ 
ster,” recalled Currier, a re¬ 
tired law office administra- Candidate Steven 
tor, when he was ap¬ 


proached by a “nice looking guy,” a young 
man who happened to be African American. 

“I thought he was asking directions,” the 
supervisorial candidate told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter last Friday, October 13. But the young 
man began hitting him repeatedly, alleged 
Currier, who credited his fastened seat belt for 
protecting him from further injury by pre¬ 
venting him from getting out of the car to 
“protect” himself. 

Instead, Currier drove himself to Davies 
Medical Center, he said, where hospital staff 
patched up his swollen and bleeding face and 
took a routine blood sample that ultimately 
changed his life. 

“No platelets,” Currier was informed by his 
doctor. 

His condition was “absolutely not HIV-re¬ 
lated,” the candidate noted, yet serious 
enough that he left work on disability. Over a 
year later he had his spleen removed, which 
he says corrected his body’s platelet deficit. 


Spleens are generally removed without ad¬ 
verse health effects in adults, and a splenecto¬ 
my is the standard treatment for “primary hy- 
persplenism,” a condition which can cause 
thrombocytopenia, or low platelets. 

Quality of life 

Now Currier, 42, is one of eight challengers 
Amos Brown, a Baptist minister 
and incumbent in the race 
who is Mayor Willie 
Brown’s heavily supported 
pick for supervisor. 

“I wanted to go back to 
work,” Currier said of his re¬ 
turn to health, but his do¬ 
mestic partner, Kenneth 
Kalani, an employee of the 
financial investment firm 
Charles Schwab & Co., dis¬ 
couraged the move. Kalani 
has taken a sabbatical from 
his job until the end of No¬ 
vember to run his partner’s 
busy campaign. 

Kalani and Currier are 
Currier registered as domestic part¬ 

ners with the city and had a 


marriage ceremony in their church, All Saints 
Episcopal. 

Currier claims title to being the only open¬ 
ly gay person running in District 11, which in¬ 
cludes the Excelsior, Cayuga Terrace, the 
Outer Mission, Crocker-Amazon, and New 
Mission Terrace neighborhoods, and three 
other residential areas on the western side of 
Interstate 280 known as the OMI: Oceanview, 
Merced Heights, and Ingleside. 

Some gay people are moving into the dis¬ 
trict because it is one of the few areas in town 
that is relatively affordable, Currier said, but it 
does not have a high concentration of gays and 
lesbians. Yet Currier, who is white, calls Dis¬ 
trict 11 the “most multicultural district in the 
city,” and his campaign highlights issues that 
effect everyone, such as so-called “quality-of- 
life” issues (see www.stevencurrien com).

Gay Who Wants to be a Millionaire contestant Alec MacKenzie 
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Club's security policy challenged in court

S an Francisco’s most popular 
dance club, Ten 15 Folsom, is 
in the midst of a constitu¬ 


tional challenge to its tough new 
security measures. Last Wednes¬ 
day, October 11, a hearing got 
under way in San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court to decide whether to 
exclude drug evidence against two 


men arrested at the club. 

One man was detained at the 
gay circuit party Mass on May 28 
after Ten 15 security officers al¬ 
legedly found several ecstasy 
tablets on him during a search. 
The second man was arrested in 
June after security personnel al¬ 
legedly found cocaine. 

Public defender Sujung Kim is 
fighting to have the charges dis¬ 
missed on the grounds that secu¬ 
rity officials did not have probable 
cause to search either man. Kim 
argues that because of an agree¬ 
ment between city officials and the 
club, Ten 15 security officers are 
acting as police and bound by the 
Fourth Amendment prohibition 
against unwarranted searches. 

The hearing was continued 
until October 25 to give prosecu¬ 
tors more time to review a brief 
submitted by Kim. 

Ten 15’s attorney, Joe Wood, 
was the first and only witness who 
testified before the hearing was 
suspended. Both Kim and prose¬ 
cutors quizzed Wood on the na¬ 
ture of the agreement made last 
May between Ten 15 and the city. 
Among other provisions, it re¬ 
quires club security to arrest and 
detain for police anyone found in 
possession of drugs.

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MCC-SF’s Rev. Jim 
Mitulski moves on

It mixture of sadness for los- 
ing their pastor and happi- 
mm ness for his new adventures 
fell upon Metropolitan Coirimu- 
nity Church-San Francisco on Oc¬ 
tober 8 as the Reverend Jim Mi¬ 
tulski explained to his members 
the reasons behind his decision to 
leave the congregation. 

Mitulski, 42, announced on 
October 4 that he would step 
down as pastor of MCC-SF in De¬ 
cember, a conclusion he reached 
while vacationing over the sum¬ 
mer and realizing “my time at 
MCC-SF, which has been the ittost 
fulfilling thing in my life, has 
come to an end.” 

Mitulski was 27 when took on 
his current MCC duties. A Michi¬ 
gan native, he served as MCC- 
New York’s associate pastor before 
moving to San Francisco. He has 


been here for 15 years, which is “a 
very long time to be in the same 
position,” said Mitulski. 

But one of the main factors to 
resign, tie said, was his emotional 
inability to move on from San 
Francisco’s worst days of the AIDS 
epidemic. 

“I stuck through that, and 
AIDS is still very important tome, 
but the community has changed,” 
Mitulski told the Bay Area:Re¬ 
porter. “I’m proud of how our 
close knit community came to¬ 
gether for a difficult period . ..yet 
it makes me very sad too. There’s a 
great sadness inside of me, which 
is part of why I have to move on, 
so I can live in the present and 
look to the future.” 

Mitulski is still uncertain about 
his future plans, although one 
short-term goal is to finish hi6 
doctoral dissertation - on the 
topic of how HIV-related grief af¬ 
fects gay male spirituality - for his 


DPH data shows 
percentages decline for 
male gonorrhea rates

Si ment of Public Health has fi¬ 
fe; nally responded to the Bay 
Area Reporters request for male 
rectal gonorrhea rates as docu¬ 
mented over the span of the last 
several years. 

The information arrived at the 
B.A.R. on October 16, almost 
three months after DPH pointed 
to an increase in rectal gonorrhea 
infections while simultaneously 
omitting current data from its 
monthly sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease report. 

Data requested from DPH by 
the B.A.R. may take longer than 
usual to obtain, due to a new DPH 
policy that requires all responses 
to the B.A.R. to be documented in 
writing. This policy, of course, 
does not apply to the mainstream 
media, which still reports as fact 
the premature statement made by 
DPH in June that 900 new HIV 
cases are expected in San Francis¬ 
co this year. 

According to Health Director 
Dr. Mitchell Katz, there is indeed 
a marked increase of male rectal 
gonorrhea rates from 1994 to 
2000. 

“So far we have had 87 cases of 
gonorrhea in 2000,” said Katz’s 
carefully prepared statement. “If 
things continue at this rate we will 
have 130 cases of rectal gonorrhea 
this year, more than we have had 
in recent years.” 

Yet those increased numbers 
also reflect an increased gay male 
population as well as increased 
numbers of men who believe they 
are at risk deciding to get tested. 

“It is certainly possible that 
some of the increase is due to in¬ 
creased screening,” said Katz. “We 
do not believe, however, that all of 
the increase in the rates can be ex¬ 
plained based on increased 
screening. We believe that the in¬ 
crease reflects increased transmis¬ 
sion of rectal gonorrhea, along 
with increases in screening.” 

However, determining how 
DPH arrives at an “increase” is un¬ 
clear, considering the depart¬ 


ment’s reliance on percentages of 
positive tests for determining 
rates of infection.

SELLING THEIR HOMES 


An initiative that will harm many gay and lesbian homeowners, and would-be homeowners, has been placed on the 
upcoming ballot by extremists. Those of us who have been fortunate enough to become homeowners, as tenants-in- 
common, will be prohibited from selling our homes if Proposition N passes. The CRIMINAL PENALTY for doing so 
will be 6 months imprisonment, with civil penalties of $10,000. 

And, gay and lesbian renters, who want a place at the table and who aspire to becoming homeowners, will be denied that 
opportunity. Tenancy-in-common is the most affordable form of home ownership in San Francisco, but if Proposition N 
passes, any tenant who attempts to purchase a tenancy-in-common unit will be subject to 6 months in jail. 

For years, gay and lesbian people have fought an uphill battle to achieve equality. In many parts of the country, and in 
the military, gay and lesbian people are considered criminals and can be imprisoned for exercising their constitutional 
rights. But in San Francisco? Because we want to be homeowners like everyone else? 

Many parts of the Nation are hostile to our community, and many of us have come to enjoy the feeling of equality in 
San Francisco. Many of us have put down roots here, have a stake in our City, and have become homeowners enjoying 
almost the same rights and privileges as heterosexual couples. Proposition N reminds us that those rights can be 
easily taken away. 

Who would believe that, in San Francisco, extremists would push a measure that would IMPRISON gay and lesbian 
people for attempting to purchase or sell our homes? Well, believe it, and if you don’t, get a copy of Proposition N. You 
might be going to jail. 

THE FACTS ARE: 

Tenancy-in-common has been a standard form of property ownership for hundreds of years, and predates 
the founding of the United States; 

Many, if not most, gay and lesbian couples hold title as tenants-in-common; 

Many, if not most, TIC owners are gay men or lesbians; 

Many, if not most, TIC buyers are gay men or lesbians; 

Heterosexual couples are permitted to hold title to their property in more ways than are gay and lesbian 
couples (they can avail themselves of community property rights - we are denied those rights); 

If gay and lesbian couples are not allowed to hold title as tenants-in-common, we will be denied the 
opportunity to bequeath our property to our heirs. The right to will our property to our family and loved 
ones will be stripped if Proposition N becomes law. 

The extremists who put Proposition N on the ballot don’t care about the injustice it perpetrates on our community. 
Extremists, whether from the right or the left of the political spectrum, are insensitive to the unique ways in which we 
define family. And, they don’t care that we are often FORCED to hold title as tenants-in-common as there is no other 
option. They, apparently, care only about exercising MUSCLE. And, their political ideology is one that includes muscling 
US out of our homes, and denying US the same rights and opportunities that they enjoy. 

When our community has attained full equality, including the right to hold title as community property (as the extremists 
can and do), perhaps we can talk about giving up some of our hard fought-for rights. Till then, send the extremists a 
message. Fight back!

Al Gore for president 


I t is with confidence and optimism that 
we heartily endorse Al Gore for presi¬ 
dent of the United States. 

It’s important for all of us to realize that 
the stakes are extremely high - both for con¬ 
tinuing the country’s robust economy and 
also for the advancement of equal rights for 
lesbians and gays. Gore is the candidate who 
can keep the country moving forward on 
both of these fronts. His Republican oppo¬ 
nent, Texas Governor George W. Bush, lit¬ 
erally babbles on about his tax cut plan - 
which would affect only the wealthiest 1 
percent of the population. Bush talks about 
“tolerance,” yet he continues to oppose fed¬ 
eral legislation that would end workplace 
discrimination against gays and lesbians. In 
contrast, Gore supports the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act and supports a 
“civil union” type of law for same-sex cou¬ 
ples. 

A Gore presidency almost certainly 
would continue President Clinton’s work in 
ending discrimination against gays and les¬ 
bians. Gore has pledged to appoint more 
qualified openly gay and lesbian people to 
serve in his administration. Gore also is on 
record opposing the horrendous “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy covering gays and 
lesbians serving in the military; and he be¬ 
lieves that adoption decisions should be 
made in the best interest of the child rather 
than on the sexual orientation of prospec¬ 
tive parents. 

Most significant, however, and what les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender voters 
should keep in mind as they head to the 
polls, is the very real and very frightening 
impact that a Bush presidency would have 
on the future of the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Bush has said that his favorite justices are 
the two most conservative members of the 
high court: Antonin Scalia and Clarence 
Thomas. It is likely that the next president 
will appoint two or three Supreme Court 
justices. With the recent razor-thin 5-4 de¬ 
cisions involving the Boy Scouts of America 
and abortion rights, the addition of even 
one or two justices could profoundly affect 
future court decisions. While Bush says he 
opposes a “litmus test” for Supreme Court 
nominees, it is safe to say that any appoint¬ 
ment he might make would be in the mold 
of Thomas or Scalia, and this decision could 


significantly alter our future fight for equal¬ 
ity, particularly in the area of privacy rights. 

The Supreme court interprets the Con¬ 
stitution, and on occasion decides social jus¬ 
tice cases. The civil rights movement 
in this country was forever changed 
in favor of equality by Supreme 
Court decisions that struck down , 
segregated schools; the same 
could happen for gay rights, but 
not with a heavily conservative bloc 
installed on the bench. 

We cannot emphasize enough what 
a disastrous setback is likely to 
befall the fight for equality if 
Bush is elected president. 

There have been major and 
minor advances for equal rights for gays 
during the last eight years. Courts have 
ruled in favor of ending discrimination on a 
number of fronts, yet there are still battles 
to be fought and court cases to win. And 
that’s where a Gore presidency is far superi¬ 
or to a Bush presidency. Not only is the fu¬ 
ture of the Supreme Court at stake, but the 
hundreds of other federal judicial posts that 
the president fills are also on the line. 


Bush backs a Texas law banning 
sodomy; he would also pick Supreme Court 
justices that are unlikely to overturn the 
court’s infamous Bowers v. Hardwick deci¬ 
sion. People for the American Way’s Ralph 
G. Neas reminded us that in the 5-4 
Bowers decision, the high court per¬ 
mitted states to adopt and enforce 
anti-sodomy laws targeting gays. The 
unjust ruling in Bowers is long over¬ 
due to be overturned, but as long as 
the court is dominated by the ilk of 
k Scalia and Thomas, it never will be. 
In contrast, progressive jus¬ 
tices, such as William Brennan 
and Thurgood Marshall, dis¬ 
sented in Bowers, stating that 
they hoped “the Court soon will reconsid¬ 
er its analysis and conclude that depriving 
individuals of the right to choose for them¬ 
selves how to conduct their intimate rela¬ 
tionships poses a far greater threat to the 
values most deeply rooted in our Nation’s 
history than tolerance of nonconformity 
could ever do.” 

Our future hangs in the balance. On No¬ 
vember 7, vote for Al Gore for president. ▼ 




Prop. L: The real deal for SF

S an Francisco is in the midst of a crisis. 
A boom is badly mismanaged, if not 
totally unplanned, office construction 
has overloaded our transit systems and in¬ 
creased traffic gridlock, and housing prices 
are skyrocketing. Critically needed busi¬ 
nesses, social services, and arts organiza¬ 
tions are being displaced. The social, eco¬ 
nomic, and cultural diversity of our city is 
at risk. Entire neighborhoods, where large- 
scale offices were never envisioned, desired, 
or planned, are being overrun by huge de¬ 
velopments. Arts, community-serving non¬ 
profits, and small neighborhood businesses 
are being forced out because dot-com of¬ 
fices, flush with venture capital, can and will 
pay higher rent. 

And City Hall has done nothing. For half 
a decade, community activists have been 
complaining, warning, and now demanding 
that city planning officials respond. This cri¬ 
sis could have been minimized if not alto¬ 
gether avoided. Instead, the current admin¬ 
istration’s Planning Department and the 
Planning Commission have rubber stamped 
millions of square feet of high rent office 
space in industrial neighborhoods. This is 
done without requiring developers to con¬ 
tribute to affordable housing funds, without 
assessing the massive impact on transit, and 
most important, without listening to what 
these communities have to say about their 
neighborhoods. In effect, the planning 
process has been handed over to developers. 

Office space totaling 7.5 million square 
feet is already under construction or ap¬ 
proved for building over the next months. 
These office projects will be developed 


whether Proposition L or the mayor’s bogus 
“make ’em think we’re slowing it down” 
Proposition K is passed. We have not even 
begun to feel the effects that this huge addi¬ 
tional amount of development will have on 
our city’s infrastructure. We cannot afford 
to allow further unplanned, out-of-control 
development. 

Many of the same San Franciscans who 
have been trying to wake up planning offi¬ 
cials over the past few years have also been 
working on a solution. After years of 
discussion and input, this group in¬ 
cludes representatives of the devel¬ 
opment sector, the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, and Inter¬ 
net interests. They met for weeks, 
working to craft a joint plan. Poli¬ 
tics intervened and the mayor 
stopped the process. The 
smartest ideas from that 
group were implemented 
in Proposition L. Placed 
on the ballot with the signatures of over 
30,000 residents, Proposition L was au¬ 
thored by those with firsthand experience at 
the effects of over-development. 

Proposition L protects San Francisco’s 
neighborhoods while providing for reason¬ 
able growth in downtown areas that have 
the ability to handle that growth. Also, 
Proposition L: 

• defines dot-coms and live-work lofts 
for what they are: offices and housing, end¬ 
ing the planning loophole that allows devel¬ 
opers - many of them large political con¬ 
tributors - to escape building limits and fees 
that fund affordable housing, schools, and 
transit. It also requires that these fees reflect 
inflationary increases, raising millions in 
new revenue for services. 


• Redirects office development to down¬ 
town areas that have the transit systems and 
infrastructure to accommodate thousands 
of workers. 

• Restates and strengthens critical neigh¬ 
borhood protection policies that are part of 
our city’s general master plan. 

• Establishes as official city policy the 
protection of arts and community services. 
It calls on the Board of Supervisors to re¬ 
quire developers to make 10 percent of new 
office space affordable for nonprofits. 

• By exempting government offices, the 
Presidio, Pier 70, and Bayview-Hunters 

Point Shipyard from the office 
limits, it allows a reasonable in¬ 
crease in development where it 
will not cause displacement. 

• Requires community-based 
area planning for 
Bayview-Hunters Point, 
the northeast Mission, 
Showplace Square, and 
large portions of South of Market. No large 
office project can be approved in these sec¬ 
tors until the area plans are completed. 

• It protects areas in the Mission, Potrero 
Hill, and South of Market neighborhoods 
from large office projects and encourages 
housing development in these neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Proposition L is the sensible solution for 
the problems we are currently living with 
and those we have yet to face. On Novem¬ 
ber 7, choose L - the balanced development 
plan for a diverse, sustainable, and cultural¬ 
ly rich San Francisco. ▼

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SF hoodwinked on library 

James W. Haas writes that “a group of library 
naysayers have been making wild charges about the 
public library,” and “because of their hatred for the 
New Main Library and the library system, they are 
now urging San Franciscans to vote against Proposi¬ 
tion A.” (Letters, September 28.) Naysayer is not what 
Jim called me when, as urban design critic for Focus 
magazine, I wrote columns in favor of building a bril¬ 
liant New Main. He at that time said that a room in 
the new building should be named for me. 

I’m glad that Chevron and other wealthy and cor¬ 
porate donors were accorded that honor instead of 
myself or the citizens of San Francisco who, in fact, 
footed the lion’s share of the cost, since I quickly dis¬ 
covered when the building opened in 1996 that we had 
been swindled to the tune of possibly $200 million 
(when interest is added to the New Main Library 
bonds). On May 1,1996, novelist Nicholson Baker told 
a packed audience that contrary to what was promised, 
the glitzy new building had less storage space than the 
Old Main and that the Dowlin administration had 
surreptitiously trucked as many as half a 
million volumes to the dump. The adminis¬ 
tration denied the charges, but would not 
let reporters see the miles of empty shelf 
space they claimed to have nor explain why 
so many volumes were stored in under¬ 
ground Brooks Hall. 

The Dowlin administration then at¬ 
tempted to stop the New Yorker from 
publishing Baker’s remarks as a feature 
article. When that failed, James Haas preemptively 
smeared Baker’s reputation in a letter to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicleby accusing him of being a crank and a 
grandstanding publicity hound meddling in San Fran¬ 
cisco affairs. Two months after Baker spoke, an internal 
memo signed by eight members of the Library Foun¬ 
dation (including its present head, Chuck Forester) was 
circulated to all SFPL staff accusing Baker and an out¬ 
spoken (Jewish) librarian of anti-Semitism, homo¬ 
phobia, and racism. Earlier, top library administrators 
fired gay librarian John Philbrook for unsubstantiated 
charges of child molestation after he headed a petition 
of 31 librarians urgently requesting major design 
changes to the building before it was too late. Though 
a judge eventually threw the charges against him out of 
court, Philbrook was not rehired or compensated for 
his ordeal. These guys play rough. 

A post-occupancy evaluation of the New Main re¬ 
cently confirmed Baker’s charges and Philbrook’s 
warning. The building was more than full the day it 
opened. The consultants estimated that modifications 
to make the building marginally functional would 
cost an extra $29 million, but that design flaws are 
fundamental to the structure. They were instructed 
not to assign blame for these problems. No apology 
was issued to what Haas in his 1996 smear of Baker 
called a “cabal of naysayers and cranks.” 

It is not because I “hate the library system” that I 
feel that a grand jury investigation into the responsi¬ 
bility for and ongoing cover-up of the New Main 
scandal is needed. The taxpayers of San Francisco 
were hoodwinked and robbed by some of the city’s 
self-defined “best people.” I will forever regret my un¬ 
witting role in that swindle.

Faces not ‘going straight’ 

In your October 12 issue, Dan Aiello wrote a piece 
entitled “Sacramento’s largest gay bar going straight.” 
While we at Faces understand and appreciate the con¬ 
cern and controversy the recent influx of straight and 
bisexual patrons at many gay nightclubs has caused 
throughout the country, we feel that this article has 
greatly exaggerated the scope of the situation. We also 
take issue with several of the alleged facts presented 
in this article, as well as with the motives, method, and 
style used in this so-called news piece. 

Mr. Aiello never contacted Terry Sidie to obtain his 
perspective on the story. While we understand that 
some readers may share the opinions of the author, 
this critical omission changes the nature of the article. 
Whomever wrote the headline for this article obvi¬ 
ously did not take the time to read the article. There 
is nothing in the article that indicated that Faces is 
now a straight bar. 

In the past few years, it has become clear that 
GLBT issues, lifestyles, and tastes are changing dra¬ 
matically. In the “post -Ellen,” Will & Grace world 
where we now reside, straight people are becoming 
more familiar - and comfortable - with the GLBT 
community as a whole. We find that the younger 
GLBT patrons often bring their straight friends in to 
share the experience. The issue seems to us more a 
generational concern, with the younger GLBT crowd 
more inclined to welcome (in fact promote) straights 
in “their bar,” while the older patrons find these de¬ 
velopments confusing and sometimes even frighten¬ 
ing. This controversy is reminiscent of the “lesbians 
in a man’s bar” revolution that occurred in the late 
1980s and early 1990s. There are in fact a few gay 
males today who will not come to Faces simply be¬ 
cause Faces admits women. 


The author states, “For the anti-assimilationist who 
despises the blurring of that gay-straight line, it maybe 
time to lament Sacramento’s changing downtown 
scene.” Times change. People change. Tastes change. In 
this new dot-com century, the successful business is 
that which recognizes that change is only negative if 
one fails to seize the moment and use it to one’s own 
advantage. We should be educating our new friends 
from outside the GLBT community, building bridges 
and friendships. It is easy to bash a stranger - but 
much more difficult to do so to a friend. 

Our entire struggle, as a community, has been to 
overcome the stereotypes and ill will fostered by those 
who simply do not know us. We now have an oppor¬ 
tunity to address these issues directly - in a socially 
friendly environment - to a straight community tak¬ 
ing the initiative to come to our house and learn more 
about us. We are beginning to achieve the goals the 
gay liberation movement was founded upon. This is 
not a time to lament - it is a time to celebrate - our di¬ 
versity, our freedom, and our newfound acceptance 
amongst a steadily growing portion of the general 
population. It’s time to celebrate ourselves. 

Faces will never, ever exclude anyone 
I based on gender, sexual orientation, race, 
ethnicity, or religion. To do so would be 
the height of hypocrisy. We are proud to 
be a gay bar where anyone and everyone 
willing to respect one another can come 
to socialize, drink, dance, see, be seen, 
and have a good time. Any other repre¬ 
sentation of Faces is simply not true.

Over time, it’s going to 
have the same results of escalating sale prices and 
rents, thus further polarizing the city. Proposition N 
is simply very bad housing policy. If you want to do 
harm to San Francisco tenants and make the current 
property owners even richer, vote yes on N.

Boosting next generation 

Both Milk Club member Vince Quackenbush

They are: Marc Salomon (District 6), 
Shawn O’Hearn (District 8), Lucrecia Bermudez (Dis¬ 
trict 9), and Jim Rodriguez (District 10). Moreover, 
in District 5, you can get behind Agar Jaicks, a 
straight, longtime Democratic Party activist who 
worked to end the ban three years ago as a member 


of the Human Rights Commission. 

Since in the absence of contrary evidence, it ap¬ 
pears the internal Democratic Party politics keep the

With the moratorium 
and strict limits on developments proposed in Propo¬ 
sition L, those businesses will be more likely to turn to 
existing stock and throw cash at property owners to 
displace residents, small businesses, and nonprofits. 

We think it makes more sense to have a relief valve 
for this development. Our members believe that if you 
do not harness this current economic upswing, then 
it will simply continue running right over some of our 
most vulnerable citizens and institutions - the poor, 
working class, nonprofits, and the disenfranchised. 
Our city is in desperate need of smart growth. Se¬ 
verely limiting development will only worsen the cur¬ 
rent situation. 

Many of us in the Alice B. Toklas Club are renters 
and are mainly concerned about renters issues. We 
support Proposition H, which would protect tenants 
from onerous pass-through costs by landlords. 

But in regard to Proposition N, we have stated since 
the beginning of the creation of this well-meaning yet 
flawed legislation, that the tenancies-in-common lim¬ 
itations should be for buildings with four or more 
units where most of the abuse has been documented. 
Threet incorrectly proclaims that Proposition N will 
end all Ellis Act evictions. For all practical purposes, 
Proposition N will end the ability of first time home- 
buyers of pooling resources to buy a home in San 
Francisco. For this reason, we oppose Proposition N. 

The Alice B. Toklas Club and most of the LGBT 
community are pretty sick of mean-spirited cam¬ 
paigning. So, here’s a challenge to Threet and the Milk 
Club - practice some positive politicking of your own 
issues and candidates. And if your club is truly in¬ 
vested in queer empowerment, then make some real 
effort to recruit women, people of color, and LGBT 
candidates that embrace the your far-from-left pro¬ 
gressive issues.

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Feinstein headed 
for landslide win

W ith less than three weeks 
until the November 7 
general election, Repub¬ 
lican Representative Tom Camp¬ 
bell is still about the same place in 
the polls that he was a year ago 
when he announced he would 
challenge incumbent U.S. Senator 
Dianne Feinstein - 20 percent¬ 
age points behind. 

Feinstein, seeking a third term 
in Washington, has made few 
public appearance since she suf¬ 
fered a broken leg over Labor Day 
weekend. Subsequent surgery on 
the senator’s leg has been slow in 
repairing and she has been con¬ 
fined to her San Francisco home. 
This week, however, Feinstein 
agreed to two debates with Camp¬ 
bell - one to take place October 24 
in Southern California and the 
second to be held probably in San 
Francisco on October 27.

No matter how many joint ap¬ 
pearance the two might make, 
however, as one top Republican 
strategist put it this week, “Dianne 
will outrun Campbell in this one 
badly - hell, she could do it with 
two broken legs.” The most recent 
Field Poll last week has Feinstein 
supported by 54 percent of the 
state’s likely voters, with 34 per¬ 
cent for Campbell, meaning that 
Campbell, after a full year of cam¬ 
paigning, has closed the gap on 
the senator only five points from 
the 25 points he lagged behind in 
October 1999 when he an¬ 
nounced his candidacy. 

According to the Field Poll, 
which surveyed 1,018 likely voters 
from September 29 through Oc¬ 
tober 8 and has a margin of error 
of 3.2 percentage points, both Fe¬ 
instein and Campbell do well 
among members of their respec¬ 
tive parties, but Campbell is get¬ 
ting beaten by better than 2-1 
margins among independents and 
voters who describe themselves as 
“middle of the road,” despite the 
fact that he claims the more mod¬ 
erate to liberal views on a host of 
social issues. 

This campaign is a runaway for 
the popular Feinstein, and with 
Vice President Al Gore leading 
rival George W. Bush in the 
state, the question remains as to 
how many House of Representa¬ 
tives seats the Democrats will take 
from incumbent Republicans in 
view of the fact that two strong 
Democrats - Feinstein and Gore - 
are at the top of the ticket. 

Incidentally, the five minor 
party candidates for the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate also appearing on the Novem¬ 
ber state ballot include Green 
Party nominee Susan Benjamin, 


a San Franciscan; the Libertarian 
Party’s Gail Lightfoot, a retired 
nurse from Arroyo Grande; the 
Reform Party’s Jose Luis Cama- 
hort, a retired engineer from San 
Jose; the Natural Law Party’s 
Brian M. Reese, a physician 
from San Luis Obispo; and Diane 
Beall Templin, an attorney from 
Escondido, the nominee of the 
American Independent Party. 

Politics and people 

City Hall is still buzzing over 
the fiery meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors Rules Committee 
held last Thursday. The com¬ 
mittee, chaired by Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno, was 
called at the request of 
Board President Tom 
Ammiano on Mayor 
Willie Brown’s recent 
appointments to the 
Planning Commis¬ 
sion. Without 
going into de¬ 
tail on the 
meeting, it was 
a no-holds barred one with Supes 
Mabel Teng, Amos Brown, and 
Barbara Kaufman all taking 
turns trashing Ammiano for call¬ 
ing the meeting, overtones of 
racism, partisan politics, and 
power plays flying. No doubt that 
Ammiano took some self-inflict¬ 
ed wounds by calling for the 
meeting (without getting his sup¬ 
porters there in his defense) but 
the one thing you can’t call Am¬ 
miano is a racist. 

Supe Leno did a masterful job 
in chairing the rancorous meeting 
and not allowing it to get out of 
hand, despite the attempts by a 
couple of the supes to take over 
the show. Final line - don’t, I re¬ 
peat don’t ever invite Mabel Teng 
and Tom Ammiano to the same 
cocktail party! (The supervisorial 
runoffs in December should real¬ 
ly be fun.) 

When the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled in June upholding the Boy 
Scouts’ ban on gay troop leaders, 
numerous school boards, city 
councils, corporations, and chari¬ 
ties across the country, denounc¬ 
ing the policy as discriminatory, 
halted or reduced financial and 
other support for the Scouts. Now 
there is a growing backlash against 
that backlash as some parents, 
business executives, and conserva¬ 
tive groups begin retaliating 
against those who have targeted 
the Scouts for their anti-gay poli¬ 
cies. Last week, when the Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida city commis¬ 
sion canceled a grant to the 
Scouts, the conservative group, 
Center for Reclaiming America, 
swung into action, threatening to 
retaliate via the ballot box. Fur¬ 
ther, in Tempe, Arizona, the city 
council recently reversed an at¬ 
tempt to keep city workers’ dona¬ 
tions from going to the Scouts 
through the United Way. The ini¬ 
tial decision in the Arizona city 
prompted a flurry of angry calls 
and e-mails, and the city’s openly 
gay mayor, Neil Giuliano, is now 
targeted by a recall campaign . 

Democrats currently outnum¬ 
ber Republicans 46 to 32 in the 
California Assembly (with one in¬ 
dependent member) and the De¬ 
mocrats outnumber the GOP 25 
to 15 in the state Senate. All 80 As¬ 
sembly seats are up for election 
next month along with half of the 
Senate’s 40 seats. In the Assembly, 
about 35 of the 80 seats are con¬ 
sidered safe for the Democrats, 


based on those districts’ demo¬ 
graphics. Of those, 34 are now 
held by Democrats, with the other 
being held by independent Audie 
Bock of Oakland. Twenty-seven 
are considered safe Republican 
seats. The other 18 seats are where 
the action is. Democrats expect to 
easily pick up the seat currently 
held by Bock in Oakland’s 16th 
District, and demographic 
changes and dips in voter registra¬ 
tion, especially in suburban areas 
that were formerly GOP turf, are 
now creating new election oppor¬ 
tunities for Democrats and they 
likely will pick up at least 
two or three GOP-held 
seats in addition to the 
Oakland one. 

Democrats are 
also poised to gain at 
least one seat in the 
East Bay from Republi¬ 
cans. In addition, for 
the first time 
in 16 years, the 
GOP is with¬ 
out an incum¬ 
bent governor to help them raise 
campaign funds for legislative 
races. With California now solidly 
in the Democratic Party’s camp, 
both Democratic and Republican 
leaders in the Legislature expect 
the Democratic Party to gain 
ground, however minimal, in next 
month’s state legislative contests. 

In Sacramento, even some of 
his Democratic friends have taken 
to quietly criticizing Governor 
Gray Davis for his never-ending 
political fundraising. Davis, who 
doesn’t face the voters again until 
2002, has raised over $21 million 
for his next election, demolishing 
records set by predecessors in ei¬ 
ther party. 

Despite the fact that the format 
of her television show has already 
been revised, Laura Sch- 
lessinger’s Dr. Laura show con¬ 
tinues to draw poor ratings and 
TV executives are saying this one 
is quickly tanking; even that silly 
full-page so-called apology ad in 
the “Gay Hollywood” issue of 
Daily Variety didn’t help. 

Meanwhile, another talk-show 
host, Rosie O’Donnell, long a 
supporter of gays, is telling re¬ 
porters that she’s talking with pro¬ 
ducers Craig Zadan and Neil 
Meron about her directing a 
movie based on the life of Harvey 
Milk. 

When Democratic state Audi¬ 
tor Ed Flanagan of Vermont be¬ 
came the first openly gay person 
to be nominated by either major 
party for the U.S. Senate last 
month, he posed a bit of a politi¬ 
cal problem for many gay and les¬ 
bian activists both in Vermont and 
for gay groups nationwide. The 
Republican incumbent in Ver¬ 
mont, Senator Jim Jeffords, has 
the best pro-gay record of any 
GOP senator and has a highly re¬ 
spectable 96 percent voting record 
with the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign. Many gay activists realize 
that a Jeffords win only helps as¬ 
sure that homophobic Republi¬ 
cans like Trent Lott, Jesse 
Helms, and Orrin Hatch stay in 
control of the Senate. Jeffords, 
however, is a lead sponsor of the 
Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act, has always supported 
AIDS causes, and is an outspoken 
supporter of hate crimes legisla¬ 
tion. Consequently, HRC has 
made a dual endorsement of the 
openly gay Democrat Flanagan

If George W. Bush wins

H || if hat if George W. Bush 
l|§iyf wins? There are three 
W W main areas of conse¬ 
quence to ponder: legislation, the 
Supreme Court, and non-legisla¬ 
tive matters. As explained below, I 
wouldn’t worry too much about 
the first two. For gays, the real sig¬ 
nificance of a Bush presidency 
would come in the third area. 

Consider federal legislation. If 
A1 Gore wins and has a Democrat- 
controlled Congress, we’ll likely 
get a federal hate crimes law and a 
ban on private employment dis¬ 
crimination (ENDA). Both mea¬ 
sures have symbolic value for the 
gay civil rights struggle; the first 
has only that. If Gore faces a mixed 
or GOP-controlled Congress, 
we’re likely to get just the hate 
crimes law. 

Whichever party controls 
Congress during a Gore presi¬ 
dency, we’re unlikely to get 
repeal of “Don’t Ask, 

Don’t Tell” and unlikely 
to see a federal domestic 
partners program. Gore sim¬ 
ply hasn’t demonstrated the 
commitment it 
would take to get 
these things done. 

And we know what 
happens when we elect a president 
full of words and empty of heart. 

Under a Bush presidency, on 
the other hand, federal hate 
crimes legislation might still pass 
since it has the greatest bipartisan 
support of any item on national 
gay groups’ agendas. Although 
Bush helped scuttle a Texas hate 
crimes bill last year, his recent 
statements have indicated some 
flexibility. Unlike in Texas, there 
would be tremendous political 
pressure on him to sign a federal 
law, especially if it got by a Repub¬ 
lican Senate. 

Under Bush, there isn’t much 
hope for passing ENDA. But then 
there isn’t much hope for passing 
it under a Gore presidency either, 
except in the unlikely event the 
Democrats capture both the 
House and Senate. 

There is some danger of leg¬ 
islative action against gays under 
Bush if the GOP also controls 
Congress. This is gay political 
groups’ nightmare scenario. But 
remember how they warned us 
the sky would fall when the GOP 
first took Congress in 1994? The 
bad old Republicans proceeded to 
increase funding for AIDS. The 
only anti-gay measure the GOP

Congress passed in six years was 
the Defense of Marriage Act, 
which Bill Clinton signed and 
Gore enthusiastically supports to 
this day. 

But won’t Bush stock the 
Supreme Court with froth¬ 
ing homophobes? This 
argument is the favorite 
resort of gay columnists 
and politicos once they real¬ 
ize we aren’t excited about 
Gore. Some are warn¬ 
ing that Bush will ap¬ 
point four justices if 
he’s elected, affecting 
the balance of the Supreme Court 
for the next 40 years! 

The problem with this scare 
talk is that the president has very 
little power to shape the direction 
of the court. The last president to 
stamp a deliberate, substantial, 
and lasting ideological imprint on 
the court was Franklin Roosevelt, 
who was elected to a now consti¬ 
tutionally-barred four terms. 

There are two principal rea¬ 
sons for presidential ineffectuali¬ 
ty in this realm. First, appoint¬ 
ments to the court are rare. In 
eight years, Clinton got two. Some 
presidents, like Jimmy Carter, get 
none. The average age on the 
court is lower now than in 1990. 

Second, even if the president 
gets an appointment, it’s notori¬ 
ously difficult to predict how the 
new justice will vote. Four Repub¬ 
lican appointees formed the core 
of the majority in the most favor¬ 
able decision for gay civil rights in 
the court’s history, striking down 
Colorado’s Amendment 2. 

The Supreme Court bugaboo 
amounts to this: There (1) might be 
a vacancy that Bush would fill with 
an appointee who (2) might face a 
clear gay-rights issue on which the 
appointee (3) might vote badly, (4) 


contrary to the way his predecessor 
would have voted, which (5) might 
decide the outcome. That’s a lot of 
contingencies to cobble together 
into a nightmare. 

The real significance of a Bush 
presidency would come in areas 
nobody is paying much attention 
to. Bush could become the first 
Republican president in history to 
appoint openly gay people to 
posts in his administration. Un¬ 
like past GOP nominees, Bush’s 
campaign includes many visible 
gays, including prominent Repub¬ 
licans like Representative Jim 
Kolbe (R-Arizona). There would¬ 
n’t be nearly as many openly gay 
appointees in a Bush administra¬ 
tion as in a Gore administration, 
but their precedent-setting signif¬ 
icance would be greater. 

Further, Bush might leave in 
place President Clinton’s executive 
order barring anti-gay discrimina¬ 
tion in federal employment. I 
doubt Bush would have issued 
such an order on his own, but re¬ 
scinding it is another thing. He has 
said sexual orientation would play 
no role in his hiring decisions so it 
makes sense that it shouldn’t be a 
factor in his government’s. If the 
executive order stays under Bush, 
the precedent will be difficult for 
any future president to reverse. 

Finally, Mary Cheney would 
become the first-ever openly gay 
member of an administration 
family. Her and her partner’s 
every public word and deed would 
be noticed. Her very presence 
would be an affront to the anti¬ 
gay right. It already appears to 
have affected her father, whose 
publicly-declared willingness to 
“accommodate” gay relationships 
shocked the religious right. 

In short, a Bush presidency of¬ 
fers the possibility that recent 
gains for some bedrock principles 
of gay equality - that it’s okay to 
come out, that sexual orientation 
is irrelevant to performance on 
the job, and that gay relationships 
should have some social standing 
- would be consolidated. 

“As Nixon went to China, 
George W. Bush is going to Fire Is¬ 
land,” complained one conserva¬ 
tive critic of Bush after the vice 
presidential debate. We have some 
reason to. hope he’s right. ▼

T he October 13 edition of the 
Chronicle of Higher Educa¬ 
tion features a first-person 
account written by Michael 
Muska, the openly gay athletics di¬ 
rector at Oberlin College in Ohio. 

Muska writes of his experi¬ 
ences within the fields of educa¬ 
tion and of athletics, two areas 
that are not always welcoming of 
openly gay people. In the interest¬ 
ing accounting, Muska covers a 
great deal of territory, including 
the opposition he has faced, the 
acceptance that followed, and how 
his openness has made him a role 
model for others. 

In his article, he also makes a 
plea for more acceptance of les¬ 
bian and gay student athletes. “It 
is our duty to provide programs 
that are safe and welcoming for all 
students,” he writes. “To do any¬ 
thing less violates our responsibil¬ 
ity as educators.” 

Because the Chronicle of High¬ 
er Education is read by education 
professionals across the nation, 
the inclusion of Muska’s article 
will go a long way to ensure that 
schools will make real efforts for 
their lesbian and gay students.

South Asian LGBT 
community profiled 

A recent issue of India Currents, 
a major South Asian publication 
read throughout California, fea¬ 
tured a cover story about coming 
out in the South Asian communi¬ 
ties, both in the United States and 
South Asia. A generally conserva¬ 
tive publication, India Currents’ in¬ 
clusion of such a large, positive 
piece in a prominent position has 
been called “monumental” by peo¬ 
ple of color community members. 

Throughout the article, writer 
Sandip Roy-Chowdhury gives ex¬ 
ample after example of how South 
Asians, particularly Indians, must 
deal with being invisible within their 
ethnic community, face being 
shamed and considered sick, and 
cope with overt discrimination. Bal¬ 
ancing the negative, Roy-Chowd¬ 
hury writes of the strides made by 
activists and leaders that push for 
recognition and understanding. 

Early in the piece, Roy-Chowd- 
hury explains the core problem: 
“The most difficult issue facing 
South Asian LGBT activists has al¬ 
ways been invisibility. Names al¬ 
ways had to be changed in articles. 
Very few people were willing to be 
photographed. As a movement it 
had no face or just a few. As a re¬ 
sult, generations of queer South 
Asians growing up both in the di¬ 
aspora and the subcontinent were 
always starved for images.” 

Demonstrating the shift in at¬ 
titudes, four profiles with pictures 
are included with the main article 
- Shyam Selvadurai, author of 
Funny Boy and Cinnamon Gar¬ 
dens; Surina Khan, executive di¬ 
rector of the International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission; Nisha Ganatra, a film¬ 
maker whose work includes Chut-

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ney Popcorn and Junky Punky 
Girls; and Urvashi Vaid, director 
of the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s Policy institute.

Gay Latino 
magazine profiled 

The September 28 
issue of the Press- 
Telegram, a Long Beach, 
California, newspaper, 
has an enlightening 
feature on qvMagazine, 
the only national pub¬ 
lication for gay Latino 
men. The Press-Telegram’s run¬ 
ning of the article about qv¬ 
Magazine is worthy of note be¬ 
cause of the inclusiveness. But, 
more than that, the newspaper’s 
action is commendable because 
the article goes deeper than just 
being a business news mention of 
a niche media outlet. 

Press-Telegram staff writer 
Phillip Zonkel delves into the rea¬ 
sons as to why gay Latino men 
need a magazine specifically for 
them and their issues. By using the 
magazine story as a stepping-off 
point, Zonkel opens up the dia¬ 
logue about the social pressures 
faced by gay Latinos. 

The interviewees speak of their 
isolation within both the Latino 
and LGBT communities. As inter¬ 
viewee Curtis Rey says: “It’s good 
to have a Latin gay magazine for 


Latin gay males to read and be¬ 
come more comfortable with 
themselves and know they’re not 
the only ones. It can help some¬ 
body come out of the closet and 
realize not all gay men are femi¬ 
nine. It’s hard in the Latin com¬ 
munity to be accepted as a gay 
male because of the machismo at¬ 
titude of the Latin culture.” qv¬

Jail or detox? It's your choice Nov. 7

Ilf hether or not you’ve been 
C>.^ busted before, know 
W if someone who could use 
some rehab, or enjoy the occa¬ 
sional recreational use of prohib¬ 
ited substances, Proposition 36, 
on the November state ballot, 
holds much relevance for LGBT 
people concerned about justice. 

California’s three strikes law - 
one of the strictest in the country 
- has resulted in a booming econ¬ 
omy for the prison industry of 
this state, which ranks first na¬ 
tionwide in correctional institu¬ 
tion spending. The three strikes 
law, implemented after the tragic 
killing of 12-year-old Polly Klaas 
in 1993, was meant to keep repeat 
offenders behind bars so that a 
murder like Klaas’s would not 
happen again (Richard Allen 
Davis, Klaas’ convicted killer, had 
a prior violent record and had 
been released from prison). But 
the law - built upon felony con¬ 
victions - has since been used to 
give extended and/or life sen¬ 
tences to people with simple drug 
possession convictions. That 
means that overcrowded prisons 
rely heavily on nonviolent offend¬ 
ers to keep them in business, a sit¬ 


uation which is neither helpful to 
those convicted nor to society as a 
whole, according to supporters of 
Proposition 36. Even Marc Klaas, 
Polly’s father, has repeatedly spo¬ 
ken against the current law. 

Under Proposition 36, first- 
and second-time drug offenders 
will get mandatory, court-super- 
vised treatment instead of jail, an 
environment where drugs run 
rampant and the possibility of re¬ 
habilitation, for many, is slim. If 
passed, the law is limited to peo¬ 
ple convicted for possession for 
personal use, so drug dealers and 
sellers would not be eligible for 
treatment. Nor would people 
guilty of other drug related crimes 
be excused from prison. 

But advocates for Proposition 
36 say that for the 19,300 people 
presently serving time for posses¬ 
sion, the ballot measure could 
mean the difference between 
turning their lives around and 
falling further into a cycle of drug 
abuse. 

The measure - supported by 
state Senator Richard Polanco (D- 
Los Angeles), U.S. Congress- 
woman Maxine Waters (D-Cali- 
fornia), the California Nurses As¬ 
sociation, and others - does have 
its critics, chiefly those who are 
employed by the drug courts and 


people who are members of vic¬ 
tims’ rights organizations. One ar¬ 
gument against Proposition 36 is 
that possessing a “date rape” drug 
- even if one has a history of rape 
or molestation - will excuse that 
offender from serving time. This 
is not so, say supporters of 36, 
who emphasize that if the drug is 
found not to be for personal use, 
then the law would not apply. 

Proposition 36 also makes eco¬ 
nomic sense, say supporters, who 
compare the $24,000 annual cost 
per prisoner to the $4,000 cost for 
treatment. 

But most of all, it helps to at¬ 
tack the problem behind drug-re¬ 
lated crime in the first place. 

“In the current system there is 
a huge proportion of people in jail 
for drug-related offenses. It does 
nothing to help with the drug 
problem, or deal with the real 
issue behind many kinds of 
crime,” said Michael Siever, Ph.D., 
an openly gay drug treatment ad¬ 
vocate who works for several local 
organizations and serves on the 
city’s drug treatment on demand 
council. “There’s a place for jail, 
but it’s not for everyone. Punish¬ 
ment for personal possession 
seems to carry a moralistic tone, 
when what many people need is 
treatment.” T

Their brand 
of independent populism is inclusionary, and they are working 
hard to promote social unity, not just in words, but in action. 

Unfortunately, Ralph Nader has failed to reach out to build 
bridges between constituencies and within the independent 
movement. He refused to participate in an independent debate 
hosted by Gov. Jesse Ventura, projecting that he was too much of 
a "big shot" to join other significant independents on the stage. 

He did appear on Meet the Press with Pat Buchanan, but did not 
utter a word to challenge him - either on Buchanan's positions or 
his destructive actions in independent politics. 

The last thing the gay, lesbian, bisexual and transgender 
communities need is more big shotism. We've seen plenty of that 
in gay politics already. For independent politics to be successful, 
it's got to be a movement that's inclusive of all Americans! John 
Hagelin and Nat Goldhaber are the presidential and vice 
presidential candidates of that grassroots movement.

Gore, Bush spar over 
hate crimes, agree to 
oppose gay marriage

WM ederal hate crimes laws were 
jp a contentious flash point be¬ 
ll tween Vice President A1 
Gore and Governor George Bush 
in their second presidential debate 
broadcast last Wednesday, Octo¬ 
ber 11. But the pair agreed in their 
opposition to gay marriage. 

Gore chastised Bush for not 
supporting a Texas version of hate 
crimes legislation, which died in 
committee in part due to Bush’s 
opposition. The family of James 
Byrd, the black man dragged to 
his death behind a truck by a trio 
of white supremacists, had called 
for passage of the bill. 

Bush said, “When you murder 
somebody it is hate ... the people* 
that murdered Mr. Byrd got the 
ultimate punishment. I’m not ex¬ 
actly sure you can enhance the 
penalty any more than the death 
penalty.” 

That was not good enough for 
Gore, who argued, “The advocates 
of the hate crime law felt that a 
tough, new law was needed,” which 
Gore “absolutely” supported. 

Bush said he supported the 
Orrin Hatch version of hate 
crimes legislation but not the Ted 
Kennedy version. The latter is a 
more comprehensive bill while the 
Hatch measure would offer some 
increased funding for local assis¬ 
tance but primarily would study 
expansion of coverage to include 
sexual orientation. 

The Human Rights Campaign, 
the principal advocate of hate 
crimes legislation that includes 
sexual orientation, attacked Bush’s 
position. It said that local author¬ 
ities received nearly $300,000 in 
federal assistance to investigate 
and prosecute the Byrd case be¬ 
cause the federal law covers racial 
violence.

District 11, with whites and 
African Americans each making 
up about 11 percent. In the 1970s 
- the last time San Francisco had 
district elections, the area was 
mostly white and sent former fire¬ 
fighter and police officer Dan 
White to City Hall. In 1978, White 
resigned from the Board of Super¬ 
visors, and later changed his mind 
and went to Mayor George 
Moscone to ask for his job back. 
That offer was rejected and on 
November 27, White sneaked into 
City Hall with a gun and mur¬ 
dered Moscone and Supervisor 
Harvey Milk. 

Today, the district - like else¬ 
where in the city - needs housing. 

“The mayor is trying to push 
housing down our throats, which 
is fine,” said Currier. “But if you’re 
going to put in the housing, you’ve 
got to bring in the services.”

But “in Laramie, Wyoming, the 
sheriff’s department had to lay off 
four deputies because of the cost 
of investigating and prosecuting” 
the murderers of Matthew Shep¬ 
ard, said Judy Shepard, mother of 
Matthew, in a radio ad being run 
by HRC. 

What the ad did not state was 
a rationale for federal funding of 
local prosecution of one type of 
murder, while leaving the cost of 
prosecution of other murder cases 
strictly to local authorities. 

It is difficult to paint Bush as 
“soft” on crime when he has 
signed papers to execute more 
criminals - 35 on a pace to 50 this 
year alone - than any other living 
official. And he is just as willing to 
do it when the victim is gay. 

The central facts remain, nei¬ 
ther Gore nor HRC have been able 
to demonstrate that the string of 
martyrs, paraded in testament to 
hate violence, have been inade¬ 
quately investigated or prosecuted 
under current law. 

Nor have they been able to 
show how passing this law would 
have prevented or significantly 
changed the facts of those murders 
or the ways they were subsequent- 


rier said. 

When Supervisor Brown met 
with him to ask about his inten¬ 
tions in the race on December 28, 
1999, “he told me that he was 
going to evict his tenants,” Curri¬ 
er said. 

Currier claims that he warned 
Brown against the public relations 
disaster that subsequently befell 
him last spring when he evicted 
an elderly woman and her dis¬ 
abled gay son from a rental home 
he owned so that he could qualify 
to run from District 11. 

While Currier said he has had a 
good working relationship with 
the supervisor, now he is not 
happy. 

“He’s taken credit for work 
that I’ve done,” said Currier of Su¬ 
pervisor Brown, saying that it was 
due to his lobbying that the board 
found funding to revamp the Bal¬ 
boa Park BART station, and for 
the Excelsior Youth Center. 

In his bid to represent one of 
the most conservative areas in the 
city, Democrat Currier does not 
always toe the liberal party line on 
social issues of the day. 

Currier’s candidacy was re¬ 
cently endorsed by the local chap¬ 
ter of the Log Cabin Republicans, 


ly handled by legal authorities. 
They were left with arguing for ad¬ 
ditional funding for local officials. 

The two candidates agree on 
capital punishment. Both stated 
quite firmly in the third debate on 
Tuesday, October 17, that they be¬ 
lieve capital punishment is a de¬ 
terrent to crime. Gore briefly 
mentioned his support of hate 
crimes legislation, in the context 
of James Byrd, during the third 
debate. 

Love and marriage 

Gay marriage also came up 
during the second debate, and both 
candidates said they oppose it. 

“I’m not for gay marriage. I 
think marriage is a sacred institu¬ 
tion between a man and a 
woman,” said Bush. He supported 
the Defense of Marriage Act and 
presumed that Gore continued to 
do so as President Clinton had 
signed the bill. 

“I agree with that,” said Gore. 
He then went on to say, “We 
should find a way to allow some 
kind of civic unions,” and reiterat¬ 
ed his belief “that marriage is be¬ 
tween a man and a woman.” 

Bush agreed that gays and les¬ 
bians should have the same rights 
as other Americans. “But I don’t 
think they ought to have special 
rights,” he said, using code words 
of the religious right. v / 

Gore used the opportunity to 
mention his strong support for 
the Employment Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation Act, a proposed federal law 
that would protect gays and les¬ 
bians in the workplace. He asked 
if Bush supported that. 

Bush claimed ignorance of “the 
particulars of this law” but reiter¬ 
ated the principle, “I don’t hire or 
fire somebody based upon their 
sexual orientation.” He restated 
his support for “equal rights not 
special rights for people.” T 


a gay political group. 

“People say that’s great because 
it shows you can work with every¬ 
one,” said Currier. 

He takes a hard line approach 
on the proliferation of street drugs 
in his district. 

“They just openly deal drugs 
all the time, day and night” at the 
corner of Broad and Randolph 
streets, he said, adding that he 
supported Supervisor Brown’s re¬ 
cently defeated proposal to allow 
the vehicles of people accused - 
but not convicted - of soliciting 
prostitutes or drugs to be seized, 
forfeited, and auctioned off. 

“I have to give Amos credit on 
this,” he said. “It’s a very impor¬ 
tant issue. I agreed with the ap¬ 
proach. Yes, I did. 

“But I told Amos ‘you gotta get 
off the friggin’ pulpit.’” Currier 
said he told Brown that after the 
car seizure proposal was defeated 
by the board when constitutional 
questions were raised. 

Currier told Brown to leave re¬ 
ligious references to “Jesus and 
Trojan chariots” out of his politi¬ 
cal rhetoric. 

“‘Be a legislator,”’ the candidate 
said he counseled the incumbent, 
who is also a Baptist minister. ▼

Last year, the number of gay 
men in San Francisco who 
got HIV almost doubled. For 
the first time in almost fifteen 
years, the numbers are up. 

Maybe it's no big surprise. 

Maybe you stopped worrying 
a long time ago. Or maybe 
you're thinking it doesn't matter 
any more. Either way, you've 
got to admit, it's a big shift. 

And gay men are the only 
ones in San Francisco with 
the HIV rate on the rise. For 
everybody else, the numbers 
are still going down. 

There's been a lot of talk in 
the press about the exact 
number of new infections. But 
that's almost beside the point. 
Because a number of surveys 
all say the same thing: a lot of 
guys are fucking a lot more 
often in situations where HIV 
transmission can take place. 

If you're out there at all, this is 
probably no big surprise: we 
assume a lot about the guys 
we fuck with. And they think 
they've figured us out, too. We 
know what we're doing. And what 
the statistics say is that many 
of us make wrong assumptions. 

So what does all this mean to you? 
How does it feel to see HIV rates 
going in the wrong direction? 

Do you think things should 
change? Or is this just the way 
things are going to be? Is this 
just the "new epidemic?" 


THE NEW EPIDEMIC: 

First in a Series 


Of course, some things can't 
change. Like the fact that 
HIV causes AIDS. Unprotected 
fucking between a poz guy 
and neg guy is the way HIV can 
get transmitted. And we all 
have the right to fuck. Our sex 
lives are our own. All that 
basic stuff hasn't changed. 

But with HIV on the rise 
again, maybe we need to talk 
about other things. Probably. 

Yes. Like more than just 
barebacking. Maybe we need 
to talk about the assumptions 
we make about the people 
we bareback with. Sometimes 
we assume a lot because we 
want something more. Maybe 
we need to talk about loneliness, 
depression, intimacy. Not easy 
stuff to talk about. But maybe 
these are some of the things 
we can change. 

Twenty years into the epidemic, 
any increase in HIV is unaccept¬ 
able to many of us. To others, 
it just doesn't matter any 
more. But with the infection rate 
on the rise, there's just one 
question: Do you give a fuck 
about the new epidemic? 

Over the next few weeks, we'll 
use this space to talk about this 
and other trends that indicate 
something is changing in our sex 
lives and our sexual health. 

Look for us here. We'll look at 
more numbers. Let's keep talking 
about what's really going on. 


San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation 
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Mitch Katz under fire from HPPC

D epending on who you listen 
to, it was either all about 
process versus substance at 
last week’s regular meeting of the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health’s HIV Prevention 
Planning Council, or it was all 
about process versus lack of sub¬ 
stance. 

Of the five items on the Thurs¬ 
day, October 12 agenda for the 
group appointed by Health Direc¬ 
tor Dr. Mitch Katz under mandate 
of federal regulations from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, four items are identi¬ 
fied by DPH as relating “to CDC 
role #11: attend to the HPPC 
process and business issues neces¬ 
sary to ensure an efficient and ef¬ 
fective council.” 

(“CDC role #11,” it should be 
noted, is not among the responsi¬ 
bilities of the advispry group 
mandated by the CDC, but rather 
was added by the HPPC advisory 
group itself.) 

The last of these four items - 
following a DPH presentation rec¬ 
ommending that gay and bisexual 
men should “wash before and 
after sex” to prevent shigella infec¬ 
tion - was a presentation by Katz 
on his 11-point action plan, (see 
http://hivinsite.ucsf.edu/ari/HIVE 
stimatesReport8900.html) 

Katz spent a good portion of 
his allotted time talking about 
process himself, describing his rea¬ 
soning behind a recent restructur¬ 
ing of the embattled department, 
putting his new AIDS deputy 
Jimmy Loyce in charge of three 


separate AIDS offices that previ¬ 
ously reported to intermediaries. 

But once he waded into a justi¬ 
fication for releasing his 11-point 
plan prior to consulting with the 
HPPC - which is in the midst of 
developing its own new plan for 
HIV prevention in San Francisco 
- Katz took some heavy criticism 
from many of the HPPC members 
present. 

Revisiting the plan 

The HPPC helps the depart¬ 
ment to prioritize budgeting for 
$10 million in annual CDC fund¬ 
ing, part of the $16 million that 
the city spends on HIV preven¬ 
tion. Before granting its approval 
last month of the DPH’s coopera¬ 
tive agreement application to the 
CDC for fiscal year 2001, the 
HPPC had voted to delete all the 
department’s references to Katz’s 
11-point action plan as a condi¬ 
tion of its approval of the docu¬ 
ment.' : 

The department also under¬ 
goes a separate budgeting process 
overseen by the mayor and the 
Health Commission that includes 
all of the $16 million budgeted for 
HIV prevention in the city. 

“I feel that my job as health di¬ 
rector is to try to forge good poli¬ 
cy that will then be adopted by the 
formal governing body. That 
would be the Health Commission, 
and also the HPPC and also the 
CARE Council and other advisory 
bodies,” Katz told the approxi¬ 
mately 20 members of the HPPC 
in attendance last Thursday. “But I 
feel that it is my job to respond. 
That doesn’t mean that because I 
make a response that I assume 


that everybody is going to think 
it’s the best response, but I think 
that’s part of how a good health 
department functions. 

“So I feel quite happy with the 
response. I feel that people have 
been talking about, ‘Well is this 
recommendation, speaking of the 
11 -point plan, a good one or a not 
good one, do we want to change 
it, do we want to tweak it in a par¬ 
ticular way to make it more pow¬ 
erful?’ And that was my goal and 
why I think it has been successful, 
to move this, the discussion, from 
a more amorphous ‘We need to do 
something, we don’t really know 
what to do,’ to the Health Depart¬ 
ment having a concrete proposal.” 


John Newmever, an epidemiol¬ 
ogist with the Haight-Ashbury 
Free Clinic who has previously ex¬ 
pressed concern that community 
members may begin to call for 
resignations from the department 
and the HPPC in the face of re¬ 
ports of escalating rates of HIV 
infection among gay men, was the 
first to assault the director’s plan 
on a substantive level. 

“The two main problems with 
the plan are, first that its not con¬ 
crete,” said Newmeyer. “Sounds 
great, but it’s very vague. The sec¬ 
ond problem is that it’s a slow re¬ 
sponse to a rapidly developing 
problem. 

“But the concreteness most 


bothers me,” continued Newmey¬ 
er, referring specifically to two 
items in the plan that prioritize 
“condoms for HIV-positive tops 
with HIV-negative bottoms” and 
expansion of drug treatment pro¬ 
grams. 

“One’s eyes glaze over because 
we’ve heard that for 15 years,” 
Newmeyer said. 

“I have to say that I was a little 
disappointed when this 11-point 
plan was announced without even 
the notification of the HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council,” com¬ 
mented HPPC member A1 Cun¬ 
ningham. “I hear your explana¬ 
tion, which seems to be that this is 
within your purview and you 
thought it to be appropriate. 

“But I agree with John 
Newmeyer that it’s vague and 
doesn’t really say who’s going to 
take responsibility for doing any 
or all of these things,” Cunning¬ 
ham continued. “And it takes on a 
much stronger characteristic than 
a recommendation when the press 
is invited and so forth. ... You 
might want to correct me if I’m 
wrong, but this is all designed to 
deal with the issue of gay men and 
I would hope that it’s designed to 
deal with the issues of all of San 
Francisco, gay, bisexual, male, fe¬ 
male. I would just like to know 
where you ... prioritize the input 
of this council in terms of your 
decision-making process.” 

“I do see this plan as being 
about men who have sex with 
men,” Katz replied. “I think that 
there are other action plans that 
deal with other populations. ... 
It’s not meant to be an action plan

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. Some patients treated 
with CRIXIVAN may develop stones in the kidney or urinary tract. For some, this can lead to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each 
day may help reduce the chance of forming these stones. Other side effects reported include 
rapid breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when 
you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care 
when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXIVA N? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of 
HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called “viral 
load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How s houl d I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless 
your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from 
the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug 
holidays”. 

If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about 
when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or 
two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
com flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods 
can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6 . It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body 
should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider 
if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including 
death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Do es CRIX IVA N reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not ta ke CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines, 
herbal products including St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), or dietary supplements. 


Can CR IXIVAN be taken wit h other medications? ** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

ORAP® (pimozide) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with the following: Rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®,or RIMACTANE®. 

It is not recommended to take CRIXIVAN with the cholesterol-lowering drugs MEVACOR* (lovastatin) or 
ZOCOR* (simvastatin) because of possible drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between CRIXIVAN and LIPITOR® (atorvastatin) and BAYCOL® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing drugs with CRIXIVAN. 

Taking CRIXIVAN with St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, 
or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. Taking St. John’s wort has been shown to decrease 
CRIXIVAN levels and may lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to CRIXIVAN or cross resistance 
to other antiretroviral drugs. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) isoniazid (INH) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) ORTHO-NOVUM 1/35® (oral contraceptive) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) Methadone 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both the 
dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR® (delavirdine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIFTOR 1 ? your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA™, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

Wha t ar e the poss ib le sid e effec ts of CRIXI VAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on 
this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list 
of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your doctor if you develop 
severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss 
of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions 
are not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a 
person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, low red 
blood cell count, flank pain, painful urination, feeling unwell, nausea, upset stomach, diarrhea, vomiting, 
acid regurgitation, increased or decreased appetite, back pain, headache, dizziness, taste changes, rash, itchy 
skin, yellowing of the skin and/or eyes, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: allergic reactions: severe skin 
reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or .eyes; heart problems including heart attack; abdominal swelling; 
indigestion; inflammation of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depression; itching; 
hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails with or without infection; crystals in the urine; 
painful urination; and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, 
seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

u Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at room temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 

This leaflet provides a summary of information about CRIXIVAN. If you have any questions or concerns about either CRIXIVAN or HIV, talk to your doctor.

S an Francisco’s landmark 
equal benefits ordinance has 
played a significant role in 
the dramatic increase in the num¬ 
ber of employers across the coun¬ 
try offering domestic partner ben¬ 
efits, according to the recently re¬ 
leased report from the Human 
Rights Commission. 

The ordinance, which went 
into effect July 1, 1997, requires 
companies doing business with 
the city to offer benefits to domes¬ 
tic partners of their employees if 
those benefits are offered to em¬ 
ployees’ spouses. The law created 
the first program of its kind in the 
U.S. designed to end discrimina¬ 
tion in employee benefits for em¬ 
ployees with domestic partners. 

“Once again, San Francisco is 
at the forefront when it comes to 
advancing human rights,” said 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, one of the co¬ 
sponsors of the ordinance, along 
with Supervisor Leslie Katz and 
former Supervisor Susan Leal. 
“We’ve gone where no city has 
gone before and by doing so, have 
significantly and permanently im¬ 
proved the rights of domestic 
partners throughout the country. 
Seeing other cities following in 
our footsteps is icing on the cake.” 

Indeed, HRC’s report noted 
that in the past year, the cities of 
Los Angeles and Seattle have en¬ 
acted equal benefit measures that 
are largely similar to San Francis¬ 
co’s law. The Los Angeles law be¬ 
came effective on January 1,2000, 
and unlike San Francisco or Seat¬ 
tle, it extends its reach to include 
contractors. The Seattle ordi¬ 
nance went into effect September 
30 and applies to a slightly small¬ 
er pool of contracts than the 
other laws in that it excludes con¬ 
tracts estimated to cost less than 
$33,000. 

HRC staffers offered their ad¬ 
vice to officials in Los Angeles and 
Seattle regarding those cities’ laws. 

In San Francisco, over 2,800 
city contractors now offer domes¬ 
tic partner benefits in compliance 
with the equal benefits ordinance. 
City contractors offering domes¬ 
tic partner benefits employ a na¬ 
tionwide pool of approximately 
1.29 million people. With actuar¬ 
ial statistics showing an enroll¬ 
ment rate in domestic partner 
medical benefits averaging 3 per¬ 
cent, that means there are approx¬ 
imately 38,700 people now cov¬ 
ered by employer-sponsored med¬ 
ical insurance plans as a result of 
the ordinance. 

“The city’s pioneering legisla¬ 
tion and the commission’s imple¬ 
mentation success has significant¬ 
ly reduced discrimination against 
employees with domestic part¬ 
ners,” said Virginia Harmon, HRC 
interim director. “Our work has 
made it possible for real people to 
get real benefits, such as access to 
medical insurance and bereave¬ 
ment or family medical leave. This 
is a great example of the commis¬ 
sion’s mission put into action.” 

HRC’s report also noted that 
complying companies are located 
in at least 44 states and in almost 
800 cities across the country. Ap¬ 
proximately 87 percent are located 
in California, and 41 percent in 
San Francisco. 

Of the 6,470 compliance decla¬ 
rations that have been fully re¬ 
viewed by HRC staff, 93 percent 


comply with the requirements of 
the ordinance. The percentage of 
complying companies compared 
to those fully reviewed has im¬ 
proved slightly since the first re¬ 
port on the ordinance was re-

leased in January 1998, and has re¬ 
mained constant over the past 
year. 

The reach of the ordinance 
now extends to most major air-

in any other large state, according 
to Dr. Corey Weinstein, a consul¬ 
tant to many Bay Area prisoners’ 
rights groups. 

Thus, treatable illnesses be¬ 
come terminal and HIV regimens 
are sometimes prescribed without 
any thought to how they might in¬ 
teract with other medications or 
health conditions. Women often 
have to walk across prison 
grounds to get back to their cells 
after major surgery. Pain medica¬ 
tion is not available to them 
should they happen to return 
from surgery between the hours of 
8 p.m. and 6 a.m., testified the 
prison’s own doctor. 

Breast lumps and vaginal tu¬ 
mors are left untreated for 
months, often addressed only 
when survival is no longer an op¬ 
tion. A typical HIV-positive 
woman has no confidentiality be¬ 


cause she must stand in a public 
medicine line, and if she is like 
many prisoners with HIV, she is 
co-infected with the liver-damag¬ 
ing hepatitis C, a condition that 
can be fatal in the company of the 
prison’s liver-toxic AIDS formula¬ 
ry. At least two women died last 
year when they were given tuber¬ 
culosis medicines despite the fact 
that they did not have the disease; 
the meds killed their livers, their 
waist sizes bloating to over 60 
inches in the months before they 
passed away. A woman with can¬ 
cer was dropped post-surgery, 
causing her stitches to tear open. 
Many women discovered by acci¬ 
dent that they tested positive for 
certain diseases and never were 
told. Others are still waiting to be 
retested four years after the prison 
discovered that its contracted lab¬ 
oratory faked hundreds of HIV, 
hepatitis, and cancer results. And 
these examples are just a sampling 
of conditions that lawmakers dur¬ 
ing the hearing frequently validat¬ 
ed as outrageous. 

“What I’m hearing from these 
women is that they’re willing to 
do their time,” said Washington. 
“Just treat them like human be¬ 
ings.” 

“We’re not asking for Kaiser to 
come set themselves up in here,” 
said prisoner Ellen Richardson. 

In fact most women are just 
hoping to get out alive. 

Recommendations made to 
the legislators included separating 
prison guard duties from medical 
duties, considering that an atti¬ 
tude of punishment is in direct 
opposition to the cooperative re¬ 
lationship required by medicine. 

Other issues to be examined are 
whether women’s prisons are 
modeled too closely after men’s for 
everything from diet to preventa¬ 
tive care; how to ensure healthcare 
access to women who can’t speak 
English or justify in writing why 
they believe they have an emer¬ 
gency; and if perhaps, considering 
the high HIV and hepatitis C rates 
in prison, it might make sense to 
hire a few specialists. 

Dying alone 

The need for compassionate 
release was also emphasized for 
women prisoners with less than 
six months to live. Doctors are 
often reluctant to declare the 
women as “dying,” and even when 
they do, the law - meant to allow 
prisoners to die among loved ones 
- is extremely hard to implement. 


Some legislators and prison offi¬ 
cials had been pointing to the 
prison’s new hospice as a step in 
the right direction, but attorney 
Cynthia Chandler, co-director of 
the Oakland-based Justice Net¬ 
work On Women, said the facility 
was being used as an excuse not to 
grant compassionate release. 

“They still die alone,” said 
Chandler. 

But even making it into the 
hospice, skilled nursing facility, or 
outside hospital for treatment is 
nearly impossible. 

“Nothing qualifies as an emer¬ 
gency condition in here,” testified 
prisoner Beverly Henry, “except 
maybe seizures ... and what’s the 
other emergency condition? Oh 
yeah, death.” She and her fellow 
prisoners on the women with 
HIV/hep C panel burst into 
laughter over the ridiculous situ¬ 
ations they endure. 

Additionally, advocates from 
San Francisco’s Legal Services for 
Prisoners with Children empha¬ 


sized that in order for rehabilita¬ 
tion to occur and society to func¬ 
tion, children of prisoners cannot 
be permanently taken away from 
their mothers. 

The Department of Correc¬ 
tions had a chance to defend itself 
at the end of the hearing, and all 
but one of the medical staff mem¬ 
bers were notably absent from the 
two rows of chairs reserved for 
them. Dr. Susann Steinberg, 
deputy director of healthcare ser¬ 
vices, addressed the accusations 
by telling the legislators and 
crowd of prisoners’ rights advo¬ 
cates, “I am the person with the 
greatest compassion for these 
prisoners in this room.” Steinberg 
also claimed that most women 
refuse follow-up care, that many 
of them were used to being vic¬ 
tims, and that much of the day’s 
testimony was false. Perhaps she 
forgot that she was speaking at the 
very prison where a doctor re¬ 
cently told Ted Koppel’s Nightline 
that he gave women Pap smears 
for their headaches because they 


enjoyed excessive pelvic exams; 
after all “It is the only male con¬ 
tact they get.” 

But neither the crowd nor the 
legislators were inclined to let the 
department off easy last Wednes¬ 
day. In fact state officials made it 
very clear that they believed the 
women’s horror stories, and 
warned the prison staff that they 
would suffer consequences if any 
retaliation should be directed to¬ 
ward those who testified. 

It is a shaky time for prison 
healthcare reform, as certain pro¬ 
visions provided by the 1995 class- 
action lawsuit Shumate v. Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections case have ex¬ 
pired, and many are worried that 
with less supervision, California 
prisons will become even worse 
than they were before the Shumate 
suit. Despite policy changes over 
the past several years, “What you 
see on paper, and what actually 
happens, are two different stories,” 
said Judy Greenspan of the HIV in 
Prison Committee of California 
Prison Focus. People inside and 
outside alike, therefore, are cau¬ 
tiously optimistic about how 
much the legislature can do for an 
environment that is nearly im¬ 
mune to the law. 

“You have in effect received 
two sentences,” said Senator 
Wright to the prisoners. “One 
from the courts and another from 
the institution.” 

“What they’ve done to my 
daughter in here,” echoed one 
mother, “they’d be arrested for on 
the street. And yet the state of Cal¬ 
ifornia pays them for it.” 

There’s barely a woman in this 
country who hasn’t, at some point 
during her life, realized that she 
must make major changes in 
order to be free of burdens and 
look to the future. For many, a de¬ 
cent salary, non-abusive relation¬ 
ship, and good education makes 
these changes relatively easy. But 
for other women, the only chance 
for survival may be punishable by 
law. Some call it a tough break, 
others call it rightful punishment, 
but few can dispute that it’s the 
people without privilege who are 
doing 20 years for carrying $3 
worth of heroin. Still, that sen¬ 
tence is a dream, say the prisoners, 
compared to the death sentence 
they feel surely awaits them 
should they ever need medical at¬ 
tention. ▼

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Gay Israelis visit SF

11 A if ith threat of war in 
l||ll|Jf their homeland domi- 
W H nating the headlines, and 
possible conscription into the 
armed services hanging over their 
heads, a group of Israeli gay men 
and lesbians on a tour of queer 
America were treated to a lecture 
Thursday, October 5 on gay and 
lesbian politics in San Francisco, 
delivered by a fifth-generation 
local of Irish descent. 

“There was a lack of potatoes,” 
self-described queer political con¬ 
sultant and “secret liberal” Robert 
Barnes quipped at the October 5 
briefing, referring to his own an¬ 
cestors’ struggles before emigrat¬ 
ing to America. 

The partner at Barnes, Mosher 
& Whitehurst, who had traveled to 
Israel several years ago as part of a 
similar learning expedition, de¬ 
scribed the machinations of ma¬ 
chine politics in San Francisco 
from his own perspective as a De¬ 
mocratic Party activist in San 
Francisco. 

“It’s a rough.business. It’s not a 
nice business,” Barnes said. “You 
have old loyal friends, but not a lot 


of new friends.” 

Describing his own role as 
someone who gets paid to help oth¬ 
ers understand what is going on po¬ 
litically in this city, Barnes suggested 
that the best way to get involved po¬ 
litically is through the party system, 
noting that in San Francisco, that 
means the Democratic Party. 

- “Essentially, the labor move¬ 
ment and the Democratic Party 
are one,” Barnes explained, and 
the Republican Party is joined to 
“big business,” such as oil compa¬ 
nies and pharmaceuticals. 

“There are two ways to power. 


One is fighting on the inside, and 
one is on the outside,” Barnes told 
the group of eight representatives 
of Agudah, an umbrella organiza¬ 
tion of Israeli lesbians and gays 
who were touring the gay and les¬ 
bian communities of New York, 
Los Angeles, Washington, D.C., 
and San Francisco. 

Of course, Israel’s language, 
culture, and political systems are 
entirely different from San Fran¬ 
cisco’s. 

“There are no openly gay or 
lesbian members of the Knesset,” 
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A group of Israeli gay men and lesbians visited San Francisco.

for [injection drugs users], It’s not 
meant to be an action plan for 
other groups.” 

Katz objected to the statement 
that the HPPC had not been con¬ 
sulted prior to the July unveiling 
of the plan, when it was intro¬ 
duced by Mayor Willie Brown in a 
surprise announcement just prior 
to a scheduled hearing of the 
Board of Supervisors Finance 
Committee chaired by Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano that he called to 
discuss the new HIV estimates. 

“We did have meetings with 
councilmembers and other com¬ 
munity people at a briefing prior 
to the press briefing, so I don’t 
know if you were aware of that Al, 
but that did happen with the 
HPPC co-chairs,” Katz stated. 

HPPC co-chair Michael Disce- 
pola later corrected Katz however, 
saying he had never been invited 
to a briefing, and had read about 
the plan in the press. 

Katz continued to defend his 
plan against such oversights as in¬ 
clusion of the federally-mandated 
diverse membership of the HPPC 
in its development and - rather 
than take on the substantive criti¬ 
cisms of exclusion of populations 
targeted by the HPPC for preven¬ 
tion work, or of the lack of speci¬ 
ficity - the director chose to take 
on the process issues. 

“That still doesn’t change 
whether or not you think its ap¬ 


propriate for the director of 
health, of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health, to raise a plan,” Katz 
said. “I think, Al, that maybe we 
should leave it that your feeling is 
that ‘no, that any kind of plan 
about prevention would need to 
start here [at the HPPC].’ And my 
view is that at times it would be 
appropriate for a health depart¬ 
ment to present a plan. I think it 
would be inappropriate for the 
Health Department to present a 
plan and [then] say that ‘we don’t 
care if you like it or don’t like it. 
This is the plan. We’re not inter¬ 
ested in your opinion, we’re not 
interested in improving it; this is 
the plan.’ I feel that would be inap¬ 
propriate. I don’t think it’s inap¬ 
propriate for a health department 
to respond to an increase in infec¬ 
tions. I think that one, though, has 
to be careful that the response al¬ 
lows people to contribute. 

“I would think throughout the 
discussion it’s good to raise those 
[issues], but the problem with the 
plan can’t be that the process is 
wrong. I mean the process can be 
wrong, but that’s to discuss, and 
then people can talk about process. 

“But the process itself can’t de¬ 
termine whether or not it’s a good 
plan or a bad plan. You have to de¬ 
termine whether or not you think 
it’s a good plan based upon what 
the plan is. And John has already 
raised what he feels are objections 
to the plan.” 

Katz said it is fair to be critical 
of both the plan and the process, 
“But it’s important to be critical of 


the things separate. So there’s two 
things: there’s “hated the process; 
liked the plan,” [and] “hated the 
process; hated the plan,” though 
all four are possible.” 

Co-chair Maria Rinaldi, who 
noted that Katz had last year over¬ 
ruled the HPPC when it recom¬ 
mended that he lift San Francis¬ 
co’s de facto ban on bathhouses 
serving the gay community, ob¬ 
jected to the director’s assessment 
of the way things should be done 
in San Francisco, and suggested 
that the process and the outcome 
are intricately linked. Plans issued 
without involving all the stake¬ 
holders in their development, she 
said, “are never good plans.” 

Several other HPPC members, 
most of whom are either actually 
employed by the Health Depart¬ 
ment or its contractors, also com¬ 
plained about the exclusion of 
transgenders from the plan. One 
HPPC member - Janetta Johnson 
- walked out in disgust over the 
issue. 

Katz refused to take questions 
during the meeting from the press 
or others who were not on the 
HPPC. T

porter that whether Ten 15’s secu¬ 
rity officers are ruled to be de facto 
government agents is irrelevant to 
the charges being brought against 
those who were arrested. Wood 
said Ten 15 security officers never 
search anyone without the indi¬ 
vidual’s consent or without proba¬ 
ble cause to suspect the individual 
is engaged in illegal activity. Wood 
said he has taken no position on 
whether Ten 15’s security officers 
should be considered de facto 
public law enforcement officers. 

The Fourth Amendment’s pro¬ 
tections against unwarranted 


searches do not apply to private in¬ 
dividuals, only to government 
agents or peace officers. If Superior 
Court Judge Mary Morgan rules 
against Kim, whether Ten 15 secu¬ 
rity had probable cause to search 
patrons would be irrelevant. 

The managing attorney for the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
Northern California, Alan 
Schlosser, told the B.A.R. that he 
agreed with Kim’s argument that 
Ten 15’s security officers are act¬ 
ing as government agents. 
Schlosser said because Ten 15 in¬ 
stituted its search policies as a 
condition of it continuing to op¬ 
erate, those searches should no 
longer be considered “private 
searches.” 


“I don’t think that the San 
Francisco Police Department and 
the city attorney can come in and 
force a private club to adopt a 
search policy and then kind of 
wash their hands of it and say the 
searches that take place, even if 
they’re unconstitutional, are pure¬ 
ly private and therefore the evi¬ 
dence isn’t covered by the exclu¬ 
sionary rule,” said Schlosser. 

At the conclusion of last week’s 
hearing, prosecutor Rani Singh 
hinted of the complexities of ar¬ 
guments expected when the hear¬ 
ing resumes next week. 

“This case is turning into more 
than a normal motion to sup¬ 
press,” said Singh, glancing at her 
copy of a 250-page defense brief. T 
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Mayor names Shriver new ‘AIDS czar’ 
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conference,” Shriver said, refer¬ 
ring to a mid-November meeting 
between DPH and UCSF that will 
attempt to finalize estimates of 
how many people are being in¬ 
fected annually in San Francisco. 

Shriver co-authored the “Re¬ 
sponse to Updated Estimates of 
HIV Infection in San Francisco, 
2000,” which estimated that 750- 
900 new HIV infections were 
likely to occur in San Francisco 
this year, an estimate derived 
from several “indicator” studies. 
The “response” document in¬ 
cluded an “11-point action plan” 
which aims to turn around the 
trend in new infections, though 
DPH has since called both the es¬ 
timate and the plan “draft” docu¬ 
ments. 

Shriver, 37, said he was im¬ 
pressed by Mayor Brown’s ready 
agreement to introduce the 
DPH/UCSF plan at a City Hall 
press conference in early August. 

“That’s when the epidemic 
transcends politics,” he said. T 


SFGH pharmacy closure postponed

H Wk ayor Willie Brown an- 
mM nounced this week that 
I he was appointing long¬ 
time AIDS activist, lobbyist, and 
policy expert Mike Shriver to the 
position of special adviser to the 
mayor on HIV/AIDS policy. 

“I’m really excited about it,” 
Shriver said of his appointment to 
the job first held by the late Dick 
Pabich, and vacated by Pabich as¬ 
sistant Bill Barnes earlier this year. 
“I think it affords for the commu¬ 
nity another opportunity to get a 
handle on the epidemic. 

“We write the legacy of the 
epidemic in this city,” Shriver 
said. “And we do it better, earlier 
- and sometimes bloodier - than 
anywhere in the world.” 

Shriver, who is openly gay and 
HIV-positive, spoke to the Bay 
Area Reporter on Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 16, from his office at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francis¬ 
co’s AIDS Policy Research Center, 
where he has served as co-direc¬ 
tor for community initiatives. 

“Michael Shriver has consis¬ 
tently been one of the most effec¬ 
tive champions of strong, effec¬ 
tive HIV/AIDS policies at both 
the federal and local levels,” 
Brown said in a statement. “Mr. 
Shriver’s knowledge of the issues, 
inside and out, from local and 
state to national and global, is 
unrivaled. His professional dedi¬ 
cation and focus are unmatched, 
and he is truly one of our most 
committed HIV-positive advo¬ 
cates.” 


Shriver is taking a pay cut in 
accepting his new position. In his 
current post at UCSF, Shriver was 
earning $69,000 annually, while 
the mayor is planning to pay him 
$50,000, he said. 

As the mayor’s adviser on 
AIDS, Shriver said he will report 
directly to Brown’s senior aide, 
Steve Kawa. Mayoral spokesman 
P.J. Johnston told the B.A.R. that 
Shriver’s position is funded 
through the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health. 

One of the original members 
of the first ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co, Shriver once linked arms 
across the Golden Gate Bridge as 
part of a small group calling itself 
“Stop AIDS Now or Else/Golden 
Gate Chapter.” 

As former policy director and 
executive director at 18th Street 
Services, which later merged with 
Operation Concern into New 
Leaf, he is well-acquainted with 
substance abuse issues in the gay 
and lesbian communities, and 
said he is concerned with the epi¬ 
demic of crystal methampheta- 
mine and other “party” drugs in 
San Francisco’s gay community, 
and the concurrent use of Viagra, 
which he said is turning “bottoms 
into tops.” 

One of the principal architects 
of a demonstration project under 
way in the city funded by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention which targets HIV¬ 
positive men for prevention edu¬ 
cation, Shriver writes a column 
accessible on the Web at 
www.hivstopswithme.org. 

A 1985 graduate of the Uni-

versity of Notre Dame with bach¬ 
elor of arts and science degrees, 
Shriver has served as a consultant 
to local, state, and federal agen¬ 
cies and organizations on HIV 
concerns and has received sever¬ 
al awards for his advocacy on be¬ 
half of people living with HIV. 

Shriver previously served as 
executive director of Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS, which used to 
coordinate the International 
Candlelight Vigil, from 1993 to 
1995. He also served on the San 
Francisco Health Commission 
from 1994 to 1996 as chair of the 
commission’s budget committee, 
until he moved to Washington, 


D.C. to serve a tour of duty as 
deputy director for policy at the 
National Association of People 
With AIDS. 

“Michael has truly been a 
great ally in my efforts to pass 
legislation and provide the re¬ 
sources necessary to improve the 
health and well-being of San 
Franciscans,” commented Con¬ 
gresswoman Nancy Pelosi (D-San 
Francisco). “I can think of no one 
more qualified, capable, and de¬ 
serving of the position.” 

“Having been a health com¬ 
missioner for two years,” Shriver 
said, “if there’s one thing I know 
it’s how systems work.” 

Shriver has a full agenda for 
his new job as part of the Brown 
administration. Using what he 
calls “strategic visioning,” he said 
that he does not expect to have 
disagreements over policy with 
the Department of Public Health 
across the street from City Hall. 

“I think the next big thing we 
have to see is the next consensus

his week began with an an¬

street.” 

Norlin was, although he says he 
moved to the Mission during 
those days not for economic rea¬ 
sons but because “I liked the area.” 

Still, the neighborhood would 
be much better, he said, if the 
streets were cleaned up more, the 
drugs were removed from 24th 
and Mission streets and the pros¬ 
titutes were cleared from Capp. 
Additionally, Norlin would like to 
rename Mission Street “The Mira¬ 
cle Mile” from 30th to Division, 
and rename 24th Street “The Av¬ 
enue of the Americas.” 

“If I can do that, I know I can 
get some of these merchants to 
come in,” he said. “We can get 
more business and make it kind of 
touristy. That’s what we need. We 
don’t need all these victimless 
crimes continuing.” 

But Norlin, 57, emphasizes that 
“he really cares about the people,”

TRUE also criticized Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health director Dr. 
Mitchell Katz for the plan to close 
the pharmacy in the first place, 
and dubbed DPH “Depriving 
People of Healthcare.” 

Katz proposed to close SFGH’s 
pharmacy in order to save money 
and disperse medications to phar¬ 
macies throughout the city so that 
patients would not have to wait in 
long lines at the hospital. The op¬ 
position says that private, for- 
profit pharmacies will not provide 
adequate service to poor people 
reliant on the public system. 

But activist efforts were not 
what mattered on Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 17, not to the city’s Health 


and would strive to secure finan¬ 
cial funding so that renters could 
buy their units as tenancies-in- 
common. 

“As supervisor, I want to get 
people to stay in the neighbor¬ 
hood,” he said. 

But first he’ll have to get elect¬ 
ed, a challenge for any new candi¬ 
date in District 9. Norlin, 57, faces 
incumbent and current Board 
President Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano, a district favorite and pro¬ 
gressive Democrat.

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A small but important step for 
treating HIV-related lipodystrophy

A recent study published in 
the Journal of American 
Medical Association has 
shown that metformin, a drug 
manufactured by Bristol-Myers 
Squibb, may have benefits in low¬ 
ering insulin resistance and re¬ 
ducing abdominal fat in people 
with HIV, therefore reducing their 
risk of cardiovascular disease. Side 
effects were few in this study, lead¬ 
ing to larger trials in the future. 
Metformin has been used for 
years to treat diabetics. 

Researching and discovering 
treatments for lipodystrophy has 
been troublesome. Most treat¬ 
ments for the complications are 
being used without much clinical 
data to back them up. And there is 
a conundrum in the research com¬ 
munity over exactly what is hap¬ 
pening with lipodystrophy in HIV, 
causing delays in the research. 

A few years ago, when strange 
metabolic complications were 
being seen in AIDS, resulting in 
elevations in triglycerides and 
cholesterol, raised glucose levels, 
and strange body shape changes, 
people with AIDS wanted treat¬ 
ments. The complications were 
creating a setback for those fortu¬ 
nate to have any benefit from low¬ 
ered viral loads, which were slow¬ 
ing progression to AIDS and re¬ 


ducing the death rate. It became 
frustrating to deal with the con¬ 
founding problem in light of all 
the progress that had been made 
in slowing HIV. 

Unfortunately, figuring out 
what is happening to the complex 
endocrine and immune systems in 
people with HIV is problematic. 
Scientists and researchers 
can’t agree on the defini 
tion of the syn¬ 
drome^) therefore, 
it is difficult to design 
studies and discover 
treatments. Today, it is 
mostly understood that 
these metabolic complica 
tions are a result 
of many factors, 
but despite new 
clinical trials, the 
treatments remain few and far be¬ 
tween. Kathy Mulligan, AIDS 
wasting expert at the University of 
California, San Francisco, agreed, 
saying, “After three years, we still 
don’t know what is fundamental¬ 
ly going on. We don’t understand 
if it is one syndrome or two, 
what’s causing it, or how to man¬ 
age it. Interestingly, after studying 
type II diabetes for decades, re¬ 
searchers don’t understand the 
complexity of insulin resistance 
and glucose intolerance, and the 
best ways to measure them. So un¬ 
derstanding and sorting out the 
fundamental issues is the biggest 
problem we face in HIV lipodys- 
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trophy research today.” 

That being said, older studies 
have shown that metformin, 
human growth hormone, and a 
few lipid-lowering agents can be 
useful in treatment of metabolic 
complications in HIV, but the 
studies have been small. More 
data needs to be collected to prove 
their worth. Obvious problems 
with drug interactions and 
side effects hamper the 
•rp development of new 

^ treatments for lipodys¬ 
trophy because of the 
growing number of 
i drugs people with AIDS 
have to take. Further¬ 
more, the phar¬ 
maceutical in¬ 
dustry has not 
been very sup¬ 
portive of lipodystrophy research 
because they do not want any neg¬ 
ative toxicity data that may cause 
people to steer clear of their drugs. 

The metformin paper pub¬ 
lished in the July 26 issue of JAMA 
is an encouraging study because it 
is one of the first randomized, 
controlled trials of an agent to 
treat lipodystrophy that shows real 
promise. Although the number of 
participants in the study was low, 
we have more evidence in treating 
insulin resistance and abdominal 
fat in HIV. And by reducing ab¬ 
dominal fat, the risk of cardiovas¬ 
cular disease is less, so the impli¬ 
cations of this study may be life 
saving. 

A small study with 26 patients 
- six women and 20 men - who 
were non-diabetic and had 


lipodystrophy was enrolled at 
Massachusetts General and 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital 
in Boston, and from community- 
based practices. Doses of met¬ 
formin were at 500 milligrams 
twice a day. The dose chosen was 
lower than what was used in past 
studies. Participants were ran¬ 
domized to receive either met¬ 
formin or placebo for a three- 
month period. Results after three 
months showed a lowering of glu¬ 
cose levels, a lowering of blood 
pressure, and decrease in both 
subcutaneous and visceral ab¬ 
dominal fat,, (subcutaneous = 
upper layer of fat; visceral = inter¬ 
nal fat surrounding the organs 
and therefore a risk for cardiovas¬ 
cular disease) in those random¬ 
ized to receive metformin. The 
study drug also did not appear to 
effect triglyceride levels. 

The trial is also heartening be¬ 
cause previously it was thought 
that metformin promoted weight 
loss which might not be the right 
outcome in people who need to 
gain weight in their arms, legs, 
buttocks, and the face or the pe¬ 
riphery. This study showed no sig¬ 
nificant loss of peripheral fat. 

Lactic acidosis was seen in pre¬ 
vious studies of metformin in 
HIV-negatives. But in the Massa¬ 
chusetts study, lactate levels, a 
measure of lactic acidosis, re¬ 
mained stable in those receiving 
the drug, compared to those on a 
placebo. However, the authors of 
the paper caution that most pa¬ 
tients in the study were taking nu¬ 
cleoside analog therapies, thus 


they were healthier and may not 
be representative of the general 
HIV population. On the other 
hand, lactic acidosis is most often 
seen in people taking nucleosides. 
Clearly, larger studies need to look 
at this issue before we know de¬ 
finitively that metformin does or 
does not cause lactic acidosis. 

Mulligan reported that the 
AIDS Clinical Trials Group will 
open a very interesting, larger 
study looking at two anti-diabetic 
drugs in 160 people early next 
year. She stated that, “ACTG 5092 
in its current form will enroll men 
and women on stable HIV regi¬ 
mens. We want to recruit as many 
women as possible first, at least 32, 
and the rest men. The study will 
be a randomized, double blind, 
placebo control study looking at 
metformin and rosiglitazone 
alone and in combination using a 
placebo arm for 16 weeks. Then, 
everyone will be rolled over to re¬ 
ceive the active drug.” In other 
words, this will be a large study 
that will use two drugs that work 
by different mechanisms alone 
and in combination. It is a 
promising bigger step in looking 
at effective control of metabolic 
complications in HIV. 

Even though the ACTG has 
been known to be a bureaucratic 
trial network, at least we now can 
be assured that larger, controlled 
studies will be initiated to validate 
the positive findings of met¬ 
formin. It is good news that final¬ 
ly there is aggressive movement in 
research for lipodystrophy on the 
national front. T 


Mbeki 4 scales down' HIV debate

||W| n Tuesday, October 17, a 

f. spokesman for South 
y African President Thabo 
Mbeki said that Mbeki would 
“scale down” his involvement in 
the ongoing national debate about 
whether HIV causes AIDS. 

This past spring, Mbeki un¬ 
leashed a firestorm of controversy 
when he suggested that HIV 
might not be the sole and suffi¬ 
cient cause of AIDS in South 
Africa. Although Mbeki did not 
categorically deny that HIV was 
related to AIDS, he suggested that 
other factors - such as poverty, 
poor health care, and substandard 
infrastructure - might influence 
the high rates of AIDS in his 
country. Also at issue is whether 
South Africa should spend scarce 
public health resources to pay for 
expensive anti-retroviral drugs, 
including AZT to prevent mother- 
to-child transmission of HIV. 

Prior to the XIII International 
AIDS Conference held in Durban 
this summer, Mbeki convened an 
advisory panel made up of both 
mainstream scientists and so- 
called HIV dissidents - including 
the University of California, 


Berkeley’s controversial Professor 
Peter Duesberg - to study the re¬ 
lationship between the virus and 
AIDS. The panel is expected to 
issue a final report by the end of 
the year. In response, some 5,000 
scientists signed the Durban Dec¬ 
laration stating that HIV was the 
sole cause of AIDS, and several at¬ 
tendees walked out of Mbeki’s 
opening address at the conference 
in protest. 

In recent months, Mbeki has 
been under increasing pressure - 
from AIDS treatment activists, 
labor union leaders, and even for¬ 
mer President Nelson Mandela - 
to acknowledge HIV as the cause 
of AIDS. Last month the Congress 
of South African Trade Unions 
and the South African Commu¬ 
nist Party publicly declared that 
HIV was the cause of AIDS, and 
asked Mbeki to do the same. Op¬ 
ponents claim that Mbeki’s ques¬ 
tioning of HIV undermines AIDS 
prevention programs and dis¬ 
courages people from practicing 
safer sex. The government recent¬ 
ly initiated a $275,000 safer sex 
campaign and announced that it 
would investigate the effectiveness 
of nevirapine (Viramune) in 
stemming perinatal transmission. 

According to government 


spokesman Joel Netshitenzhe, 
Mbeki will be “scaling down his 
direct involvement in the public 
debate on the science of 
HIV/AIDS.” The announcement 
follows Mbeki’s statement to the 
South African parliament last 
month that “The way we have 
handled this matter might have 
resulted in confusion.” Netshiten¬ 
zhe said Mbeki was not abandon¬ 
ing the debate, but rather would 
devote his attention to economic 
and other issues, saying that the 
HIV issue “takes up too much of 
his time.” Mbeki has appointed 
three cabinet ministers to deal 
with the advisory board. Mbeki’s 
latest decision drew further criti¬ 
cism. According to Treatment Ac¬ 
tion Campaign spokeswoman 
Sharon Ekambaram, “To act 
childishly now and withdraw 
from any comment is even worse. 
It is confusing.” 

Some 4.2 million South 
Africans are estimated to be in¬ 
fected with HIV, but dissidents 
question this figure because peo¬ 
ple with AIDS symptoms are often 
not tested for the virus and be¬ 
cause, they claim, several factors 
including pregnancy and malaria 
can lead to false positive HIV an¬ 
tibody tests. T 


Appeals court rules against sex toys

O n October 13, a U.S. appeals 
court upheld an Alabama 
law banning sex toys. The 
11th U.S Circuit Court of Appeals 
overturned a lower court ruling 


that a state law against the sale of 
sex toys was unconstitutional, and 
sent the case back to the lower 
court for reconsideration. 

The 1998 law made it illegal to 
sell or distribute “any obscene ma¬ 
terial or any device designed or 
marketed as useful primarily for 


the stimulation of human genital 
organs.” The provision was part of 
a law intended to prohibit nude 
dancing. Violation would be pun¬ 
ishable by up to a year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine. 

The law was challenged by six

AIDS dissident’s deadly offer

.S.-based scientist, David 
Rasnick, a leading AIDS 
dissident, has challenged 
South Africa’s Dr. Costa Gazi to a 
potentially lethal public experi¬ 
ment. 

In a letter addressed to a South 
African newspaper, the Mail & 
Guardian, Rasnick said, “On na¬ 
tional or international television I 
will be treated with purified, in¬ 
fectious HIV. At the same time 
Costa Gazi will begin a lifetime 
course of the three-drug cocktail 
known as HAART [highly active 
antiretroviral therapy] .” 

“The experiment is simple: we 
will see who comes down with 
AIDS-defining diseases and who 
lives longer,” wrote Rasnick, who 
is a member of South African 
President Thabo Mbeki’s AIDS 
advisory panel. 

It is hard to believe that a sci¬ 
entist could make such a sugges¬ 
tion, but it is evident that the 
AIDS dissidents have gone on the 
offensive, particularly in Africa 
where Mbeki has given them such 
a public platform. 

Gazi, who had spent more than 
two decades working in Britain’s 
public health system during South 
Africa’s apartheid years, described 
Rasnick’s challenge as absurd. 

This medical doctor, known 
for buying Nevirapine privately to 
administer to HIV-positive preg¬ 
nant women, said that it would be 
unethical to expect anyone to ex¬ 
pose themselves to such a life- 
threatening procedure. 

“It has been known for over 15 
years that persons infected with 
HIV will undoubtedly develop 
AIDS and die of AIDS-related dis¬ 
eases - unless of course they have 
access to anti-retroviral therapy 
such as HAART,” explained Gazi. 

He reminded Rasnick that, “In

countries where such therapy is 
available, AIDS no longer has lethal 
consequences, but has joined the 
ranks of chronic diseases which re¬ 
quire regular medication.” 

Gazi claims that Rasnick’s chal¬ 
lenge was based “on a series of false 
premises. It is an astonishing gesture 
that would prove nothing whatso¬ 
ever if it had to be carried out. 

“It would be stupid for me to 
take a drug that I do not need,” 
said Gazi. He added that, “Howev¬ 
er, it would be very sensible for 
him [Rasnick] to inject himself 
with a virus that he has been in¬ 
cessantly claiming is an innocent 
bystander and does not cause 
AIDS.” 

Gazi, who is also a member of 
Mbeki’s AIDS advisory panel, ad¬ 
mitted that anti-retrovirals have 
toxic side effects, but said that, 
“They are no different in that re¬ 
gard from an antibiotic.” 

He stressed that HIV is a very 
dangerous infection, while anti¬ 
retrovirals are the only available 
means to stop the spread of AIDS 
at the moment. 

Gazi insisted that his support 
for the use of AZT was based on 
“mountains of evidence” that the 
drugs significantly reduce the 
chances of an HIV-positive moth¬ 


er passing the virus on to her 
baby. He said that his intention 
was “not to promote such drugs, 
but to save lives.” 

This mainstream AIDS scien¬ 
tist recently compared Mbeki’s 
government’s refusal to provide 
anti-retroviral drugs to pregnant 
women as tantamount to sanc¬ 
tioning “the genocide of babies.” 

“It’s not deliberate genocide, 
but the effect of what he is doing 
is precisely that,” said Gazi. Ac¬ 
cording to this doctor, it seems 
that the South African govern¬ 
ment would prefer that babies of 
HIV-positive mothers are born in¬ 
fected with the virus so that they 
die quickly and relieve the state of 
the burden of taking care of them 
after their mothers die. 

Gazi, who is a member of the 
Panafricanist Congress of Azania 
(PAC), a radical black organization, 
has called on Mbeki to scrap his 
plan of spending more than $4 bil¬ 
lion U.S. on war planes, sub¬ 
marines, and other weapons and, 
instead, to help the 4.2 million HIV- 
positive people in South Africa. 

Interestingly, Mbeki has re¬ 
portedly said he will refrain from 
further public comment on AIDS 
and HIV, after admitting that he 
has created confusion in South 
Africa (see story, previous page). 

But, according to the South 
African weekly, the Sunday Times, 
“Mbeki did not back down on his 
controversial stance ... and again 
questioned the orthodox scientif¬ 
ic view that HIV is the cause of 
AIDS and sided with dissidents 
who claim other factors, including 
poverty and malnutrition, play an 
important role.” 

However, Mbeki’s withdrawal 
from the scientific debate on 
HIV/AIDS did not impress his 
critics, particularly the Treatment 
Action Campaign who accused 
the president of acting childish 
and confused. ▼

Bauer: “I can say with cer¬ 
tainty that the Republican dele¬ 
gates who nominated Mr. Cheney 
and the many voters who support 
him overwhelmingly disagree 
with that.”

For 2000, there have been 
noted jumps and drops within this 
year: from 12 positives out of 123 
tests in January, or 9.7 percent, to 
4 positives of 105 tests in Febru¬ 
ary, or 3.8 percent.

women who either sell or use vi¬ 
brators, dildos, and other sex toys. 
Some of the women testified that 
they required such aids to achieve 
sexual satisfaction. The plaintiffs 
were represented by the American 
Civil Liberties Union. The law was 
not enforced while the suit has 
been under judicial review. 

In March 1999, U.S. District 
Judge Lynwood Smith found that 
the law was “overly broad,” violat¬ 
ed due process rights, and bore 
“no rational relation to a legiti¬ 
mate state interest.” He further ex¬ 
pressed his concern that people 
who use sex toys would be “denied 
therapy for, among other things, 
sexual dysfunction.” However, 
Smith did not support the plain¬ 
tiffs’ claims that the law interfered 
with privacy rights, stating that 
“this court refuses to extend the 
fundamental right of privacy to 
protect plaintiffs’ interest in using 
sex toys.” In response to the rul¬ 
ing, Sherri Williams, a sex toy ven¬ 
dor, said, “We succeeded in kick¬ 
ing the government out of our 
bedrooms.” 


The three-judge appeals court 
panel ruled last week that the ban 
was indeed “rationally related to 
the state’s legitimate government 
interest in public morality,” and 
asked Judge Smith to consider 
whether the law might be uncon¬ 
stitutional for other reasons. Ac¬ 
cording to the panel, Smith had 
failed to analyze whether the U.S. 
had a history of interference or 
non-interference in private sexu¬ 
al activity, and how such history 
was affected by more recent prac¬ 
tice. State Attorney General Bill 
Pryor said he was pleased with the 
new ruling, stating “Our duty is to 
defend the laws of Alabama.” 

The recent ruling was contrary 
to a decision in a similar case in 
Louisiana handed down this 
spring. In May, the Louisiana 
Supreme Court voted 6-1 to up¬ 
hold a lower court decision over¬ 
ruling the conviction of a woman 
charged with selling sex toys. The 
Louisiana law banned devices that 
resemble genitalia and were “de¬ 
signed or marketed for the stimu¬ 
lation of human genital organs.” 
The May ruling upheld a 1999 ap¬ 
peals court ruling which found 
the state law “unconstitutionally 
vague.” T

W hen I reviewed Amazons in the Drawing Room: 

Vic Art of Romaine Brooks ( University of Cali¬ 
fornia Press) for the B.A.R. in July, i made it 
plain that the aesthetics of art were my only 
concern. The facts that Brooks was an open lesbian when an 
American had to live abroad to be so, and that, as a 
painter, her subject was almost always women, 
often naked and androgynous, were secondary 
if 1 liked the work. 

And I did. But there is always a danger 
when you fall in love with art through re¬ 
productions that it will evoke different 
impressions in the flesh, which is why 1 
was so anxious for this retrospective — 
the first since the painter’s death as a 
recluse in Southern France, aged 96 
— to reach the West Coast. The dis¬ 
play of oil portraits, drawings, 
sketchbooks and photographs by 
Romaine Brooks (1874-1970) was 
organized by the National Muse¬ 
um of Women in Washington, 

DC (attached to the Smithson ¬ 
ian; Southern Republican sena¬ 
tors would, have a litter of-kit¬ 
tens if they were aware of this 
show '. I'he exhibit Opened in 
Washington earlier this year. 

Now it is showing, until 
January 16,at the Berkeley 
Art Museum on the Uni¬ 
versity of California cam¬ 
pus, and my reaction is

quirkiness, it’s hard to beat The Wolves of 
Kromer, opening Friday at the Lumiere. Packs 
of male “wolves” wear fur coats, with cute lit¬ 
tle tails dangling from the rear hem, hang out 
in the woods, and try to stay out of the way of 
the townies of Kromer, a small village in the 
English countryside. Even without same-sex 
smooches and dancing around the campfire 
to a disco beat, it wouldn’t take long to figure 
out that, in this, fairy tale, the wolves are queer 
and the townies are betj&qgexuals who seek to 
keep those nasty boys at a safe distance. 

Seth (Lee Williams) is new to the wolfen 
world, and the experienced Gabriel (James 
Layton) takes him in and begins to show him 
the ways of the outcast world at the edge of 
the forest. Meanwhile, back in the village, the 
aging Mrs. Drax (Rosemary Dunham) is 
being poisoned by her housekeeper Fanny 
(Rita Davies) and Doreen (Margaret Town¬ 
er), who serves as the church organist. When 
Mrs. Drax’s family arrives, and the elderly 
lady turns up dead, those dastardly wolves get 
blamed. The local minister (Kevin Moore) 
takes it upon himself to assemble a mob to 
serve as judge, jury, and executioner of the al¬ 
leged culprits. 

Director Will Gould gets nice perfor¬ 
mances from his ensemble cast, with Kevin 
Moore stealing the show as the evil minister 
who has a secret of his own. But for sheer eye 
candy, it’s impossible to equal the charms of 
James Layton as the hunky and experienced 
Gabriel. Full of lip and square of jaw, Layton 
could lure many young boys into the woods 
with nary a word of complaint. 

Charles Lambert and Matthew Read 
adapt Lambert’s play for the screen and man¬ 
age to work in some wonderfully humorous

M e’re sorry to be a bit late 
^ catching you up on excit- 
W if ing arts events this month, 
but ever since we returned from 
Brazil we’ve been operating on 
South American time. So far, the 
major event of the fall season in 
the visual arts has been the unveil¬ 
ing of Celebrating Modern Art: The 
Anderson Collection, selections 
from the renowned collection of 
Atherton’s own Harry W. 
“Hunk” and Mary Margaret 
“Moo” Anderson, which takes 
up three floors of SFMOMA, and a 
major chunk of the Palace of the 
Legion of Honor to boot (showing 
An American Focus: The Ander¬ 
son Graphic Arts Collection.) 

The depth and 
breadth of the Ander¬ 
son collection make for 
a blockbuster show on 
3rd ’ St., although 
putting the New York 
School component 
across from the Califor¬ 
nia artists on the 
same floor perhaps 
does not help our 
parochial cause. 

Knockout pictures from Jackson 
Pollock, Willem de Kooning and 
Robert Rauschenberg, against a 
few top-drawer Sam Francis pic¬ 
tures and some lovely Richard 
Diebenkorns — that’s nice, dear. 

To be fair, the Andersons also 
collect Bay Area natives Roy De 
Forest and William T. Wiley, 
and Out There likes that old-time 
California funk. Their sculpture 
holdings seem thinnest of what’s 
on display; the jewels here are their 
Rodins and Giacometti. In some 
ways, the “Contemporary Artists” 
section is most remarkable, in¬ 
cluding some wonderful paintings 
by Sean Scully and Terry Win¬ 
ters; but in other ways, these col¬ 
lectors play it safe: there is neither 
computer-generated nor video art 
to be found, nor overtly political 
art; conceptual-art pickings are 
slim. Minimalism makes an ap¬ 
pearance (notably in a “floating” 
white hemisphere by Robert 
Irwin), but an oddly fleeting one. 

Yet it’s hard to quibble with 
such an otherwise generous dis¬ 
play of modern art, especially in 
an art-starved city like ours. Just 
about every favorite Bay Area ge¬ 
nius makes an appearance: collag-

Boy-crazy 

The posthumous appearance 
of Lost Years, A Memoir, 1945-51 
(HarperCollins) by gay author 

Christopher Isherwood, edited 


Author Christopher Isherwood 

and introduced by Katherine 
Bucknell, has raised up a hornet’s 
nest of held-over mid-century 
waspishness. To wit, from David 
Thomson’s hilariously bitchy re¬ 
view in the NY Times Book Review: 

“Let us say he had a quiet war, 
being classified 4-E, but finding 
that no handicap in working his 
way through Navy lads, fringe ac¬ 
tors, beach boys and the rich and 
restful, while conspiring on scripts 
for films like Rage in Heaven — 
one of the silliest pictures ever 
made. Isherwood would later 
claim that years as a scenarist had 
taught him so much about the ‘vi¬ 
sual,’ and his engagement with all 
those lads certainly guided him in 
mechanical, or dolly-shot, mo¬ 
tion. One can only hope that some 
of the couplings were more enter¬ 
taining than the movies.” 

If Thomson doesn’t find Isher- 
wood’s rather frenetic sex life dur¬ 
ing this period amusing, Out 
There felt a smile play lightly 
around our lips as we considered 
the rampant sexual activity among 
Warner’s studio writers and chore 
boys (“Collier found it thrillingly 
Proustian to look out of his office 
window and watch the discreet 
flirtations of the messenger boys 
— the glances and conspiratorial 
exchanges of dialogue — which 
Christopher had now taught him 
to observe and interpret.”) 

Sounds like Isherwood, who 
refers to himself throughout in 
the third person, had both hands 
full — with boys. Or, as the bitchy 
Mr. Thomson puts it, “Day after 
day he is caught up with the tech¬ 
niques of reciprocal onanism.” 

Although Thomson finds Isher- 
wood’s writerly discipline “dis¬ 
solved in drink and promiscuity” 
during these years, OT found Mr. 
“I-Am-a-Camera” observant 
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Ron Campbell in R. Buckminster Fuller: The History (and Mystery) of the Universe

'R. Buckminster Fuller: The History 
(and Mystery) of the Universe'

¥ es, there is a purpose to 
man’s place on this planet. 
But it comes with a Catch- 
22. “We are here for problem-solv¬ 
ing,” says Buckminster Fuller. “But 
the better we get at it, the more 
problems we’re going to get to 
solve.” 

Fuller was all about problem¬ 
solving, ranging from architectur¬ 
al challenges that led to the inven¬ 
tion of the geodesic dome to fun¬ 
damental issues confronting what 
he called Spaceship Earth. He be¬ 
lieved in thinking outside the box 
— or, in Fuller’s case, outside the 
triangle. 

Indeed, you come away with a 
deeper appreciation for the three- 
sided form after a visit to R. Buck¬ 
minster Fuller: The History (and 
Mystery) of the Universe. Despite 
the daunting title, the one-man 
show became a popular and criti¬ 
cal hit this summer at the Lorraine 
Hansberry Theatre, and has re¬ 


turned for an encore run at George 
Coates Performance Works. 

The gothic setting of the 
church-turned-theater provides a 
dynamic contrast to Fuller’s fu¬ 
turistic philosophies that are, in 
actuality, bedded in common 
sense. It is this combination that 
provides the accessibility to 
Fuller’s challenging theories. 

When the philosopher, design¬ 
er and idealist died in 1983 at age 
88, the fame he had achieved pri¬ 
marily for inventing the geodesic 
dome had begun to fade. This 
two-hour play by D.W. Jacobs is 
designed to reawaken and expand 
that reputation. The artistic direc¬ 
tor of the San Diego Repertory 
Theatre has done a masterful job 
in this quest, but it is Ron Camp¬ 
bell’s tour-de-force performance 
that makes us believers. 

Campbell creates a Fuller who 
is equal parts nutty professor, pas¬ 
sionate humanitarian, devoted 
family man, and great thinker. His 
words burst forth as packets of en¬ 
ergy, at times sending Fuller into 


spasms of dance, and it can be 
hard to believe we are watching an 
actor at all. When Campbell as 
Fuller cajoles the audience to 
stand as part of a scientific 
demonstration, the crowd eagerly 
follows his lead, curious to see 
what point it could help prove. 

At times, Campbell’s rapid-fire 
delivery can create challenges of 
comprehensibility, especially 
when delving into unfamiliar ter¬ 
ritories, and at other times, the 
nutty-professor routine can be¬ 
come too thick (we expect him to 
invent flubber at any moment). 
But this is in all other respects an 
astonishing performance, one that 
makes you want to learn more 
about its subject and how we all fit 
together on Spaceship Earth. T

enough in his journals, if paying 
attention to the darnedest things. 
Catch this description of intramil¬ 
itary sex, for example: “Denny was 
giving a party. I am nearly certain 
that this was the occasion on which 
a pretty blond naval officer named 
Willy Tompkins [not his real 
name] and an army lieutenant 
were persuaded by the other guests 


to take off their clothes and have 
sex on the couch, with everybody 
watching.” That’s what Out There 
calls a real Army/Navy Game! 

Isherwood’s longtime squeeze, 
artist Don Bachardy, was in town 
this week, signing copies of Stars 
in My Eyes (Univ. of Wisconsin), 
his new book of portraits, both 
drawn and written, of timeless 
celebs like Bette Davis, Ginger 
Rogers and Maggie Smith. Well, 
sure, it’s easy to get along with the 
icons, but how did Bachardy fare 


with fellow queens? He was 
charmed to the bone by poet 
James Merrill, and took an in¬ 
stant mutual dislike to Benjamin 
Britten’s partner Peter Pears: 
“His manner with me was faintly 
like that of a great and noble per¬ 
sonage subordinating himself to 
an inferior.” 

Of Pears, Bachardy writes, 
“With his long, beaky face, he^s 
like a hefty egret.... His big, clum¬ 
sy hands are fleshy, like hunks of 
swollen dough.” ▼

Tap without testosterone 

Dianne Walker stands out in 'Foot Notes'

1 m standing, tap dancing has be¬ 
come a man’s world. Dianne Walk¬ 
er should know. She’s the only 
woman on stage in Foot Notes, the 
dance concert starring Savion 
Glover at the Curran Theatre. 

“There’s a lot of testosterone 
on that stage,” Walker said from 
Chicago, a stop before 
the show’s San Francis¬ 
co two-week engage¬ 
ment. “It’s easy to get 
overlooked in a show 
like this one. Let’s face it, 
it’s the old boy’s net¬ 
work. Sometimes I need 
to throw my estrogen 
around to get no¬ 
ticed.” 

Walker, whose 
elegant tapping has 
earned raves, recognizes that 
Glover deserves credit for inspir¬ 
ing the tour — and for revitaliz¬ 
ing interest in a dance form that 
had begun to reek of mothballs. 
After all, she’s known the 26-year- 
old tap genius since he was just 10. 
“The only reason I’m doing the 
tour,” she said, “is to share in the 
joy of Savion’s success.” 

In a show dominated by 
Glover’s highly personal percus¬ 
sive style, there are also the tradi¬ 
tional hoofer steps of old-timers 
Buster Brown and Jimmy Slyde. 
And to complete the generational 
loop, Foot Notes is introducing 
Glover’s 11-year-old protege, 
Cartier A. Williams, who could be 
heard in the background using 
Walker’s hotel-room bed as a 
trampoline. 

“It’s like deja vu watching 
Cartier,” Walker said, “because it 
wasn’t that many years ago I was 
watching Savion coming up the 
same way.” 

Both Glover and Williams 
called her “Aunt Dianne,” a widely

used moniker that acknowledges 
Walker’s role in nurturing young 
people in the business. This legacy 
is the result of a rediscovered love 
of dance that came only after 
Walker was firmly established in 
her career as a child therapist. 

Walker had begun dancing in 
her native Boston when she was 
just two years old, as part of post¬ 
polio exercises to strengthen her 
legs. She liked dancing, but when 
her father, a career military man, 
was transferred to Oki¬ 
nawa, she didn’t find 
I any outlets for tap 
dancing, and her atten¬ 
tions strayed to more 
traditional adolescent 
activities. 

' Back in the States, 
and with degrees from 
Boston and Anti¬ 
och universities, 
she became a social 
worker at a Boston 
mental health center. She was al¬ 
ready 28 when she happened to 
see veteran hoofer Willie Spencer 
demonstrating his technique. 

“I got right up and went over 
to him and said, ‘What are you 
doing?’ He showed me, and when 
I listened to the patterns of that 
music, it rekindled everything I 
remembered as a kid that was so 
wonderful about this dance. 
When you listen to it, you hear 
your own story.” 

The move from a career as a 
therapist to a career in dance came 
gradually, and with a surprising 
degree of symbiosis. “I was in 
therapy myself at that time,” 
Walker said, “spending $65 an 
hour every Friday. Then I began 
taking a private tap class for $15 
an hour, and it made me feel great. 
Dr. Matthews was out the win¬ 
dow, and tap was in. It changed 
my life.” 

Walker soon developed a tap 
program for children. “It was not 
very different from what was 
going on in my group therapy 
classes at the clinic with these 
kids,” she said. “I became really in¬ 
terested in dance as a clinical tool.” 

Meanwhile, Walker became in¬ 
creasingly prominent as a dancer 
in her own right. Her distinctive 
style has earned her such titles as 
“America’s First Lady of tap,” 
“Lady Di,” and “the Ella Fitzgerald 
of tap.” 

“It was always important to me 
to maintain my femininity and 
even over-exaggerate that point,” 
she said. “I can lay it down and 
hang with the fellows, but I don’t 
necessarily need to look like 
them.” 

Married for 30 years, with two 
grown children and three grand¬ 
children, Walker says the marriage 
survives because her husband,

‘World’ class 

There have been numerous at¬ 
tempts to fix what ails Out of This 
World, Cole Porter’s short-lived 
follow-up to Kiss Me, Kate. Now 
there is a new definitive version, 
thanks to San Francisco’s 42nd 
Street Moon. 

When artistic director Greg 
MacKellan decided to present the 
1950 show as part of 42nd Street 
Moon’s program of staged con¬ 
certs of “lost” musicals, the Cole 
Porter Trust sent him seven 
scripts. There was also a request to 
use those scripts as a resource for 
a new libretto that might finally 
give Porter’s lovely score a suitable 
dramatic framework. 

“It’s sort of like the wounded 
child to the Cole Porter Trust,” 
MacKellan said this summer. 

The result of MacKellan’s ef¬ 
forts opened a limited run on July 
14 at 42nd Street Moon’s new 
home at the Eureka Theatre, and 
was seen by representatives of the 
trust, who liked what they saw. 
When other companies request 
permission to stage the musical in 
the future, it will be the 42nd 
Street Moon script they will re¬ 
ceive.

Wp he local queer community 
- has many legends, not all of 
m them drag queens and rent 
boys. The name of puckish power- 
broker and leftist icon Harvey 
Milk continues to resonate in old- 
school activists’ (not only gay ac¬ 
tivists’) minds 22 years after his 
(and George Moscone’s) death at 
the hands of one-man right-wing 
death squad Dan White. 

The Times of Harvey Milk 
(1984), now restored to 35mm 
with Dolby Stereo sound and 
playing the Castro Theatre Octo¬ 
ber 20-23, freezes the man and the 
movement in time. Directed by 
locals Rob Epstein and Richard 
Schmeichen, this memoir is still a 
heady emotional ride, well-de¬ 
serving of the many awards, in¬ 
cluding an Oscar, it has won. 

The opening sequence remains 
an unforgettable moment in polit¬ 
ical history: news footage of su¬ 
pervisor Dianne Feinstein an¬ 
nouncing to an appalled audience 
that “Mayor George Moscone and 
Supervisor Harvey Milk have been 
shot... and killed ... and the chief 
suspect ... is Supervisor Dan 
White.” From there, the film looks 
back into Milk’s biography and the 
events that brought him to that 
dire moment in 1978 when White 
unloaded five shots into him, in¬ 
cluding a final bullet (one of the 
film’s many disturbingly vivid de¬ 
tails) into his head at close range. 
Feinstein’s dramatic announce¬ 
ment colors the entire film, giving 
it the feel of Greek tragedy as Milk 
moves inexorably toward the fate 
of many a charismatic activist who 
threatens to ignite real change. 

Milk’s history has an almost 
comic variety that the film sketch¬ 
es nicely. He was a Navy queen, a 
stock analyst, a Broadway produc¬ 
er, an antiwar activist, and finally 
the proprietor of a “long, dingy 
camera store” in the Castro that 
functioned less as a business than 
as a hangout. The habitues, as one 
of his friends says, were all man¬ 


ner of “freaks,” from the obligato¬ 
ry old ladies to drag queens and 
biker dykes. Most important, it 
became the flashpoint for neigh¬ 
borhood politicos, a grassroots 
operation that would culminate, 
after several unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts, in Milk’s 1977 election as 
the Castro’s (District 5’s) supervi¬ 
sor and the first openly gay person 
to win public office in California. 

Fun as strategy 

“The Mayor of Castro Street,” 
a moniker Milk invented for him¬ 


self that stuck, created a new par¬ 
adigm for gaining political power, 
one in which serendipity and 
sheer fun were as important as 
strategy. When biker dyke Anne 
Kronenberg strolled into his office 
one day, she was immediately cor¬ 
ralled as his campaign manager, 
though Milk didn’t know her. His 
instinct proved right when he was 
elected. The camera store was 
ground zero “for everything from 
‘Save the whales’ to ‘Get elected,”’ 
as one of his friends recalls. On 
the other hand, he could play

'Show Me Love' is out on video

F ourteen-year-old Elin 
(Alexandra Dahlstrom) 
wants to run off to Stock¬ 
holm and become Miss Sweden 
— if she could ever stop fighting 
with her sister. Blond, bored and 
impetuous, Elin has the worst rep¬ 
utation in school, in spite of actu¬ 
ally being a virgin. 

Sixteen-year-old Agnes (Re¬ 
becca Liljeberg) — the vegetarian 
computer geek — is not only the 
most unpopular girl in town (be¬ 
cause everyone thinks she’s a les¬ 
bian, which she is), she’s also in 
love with Elin. And so is the vacu¬ 
ous young Johan. 

Agnes’ failed birthday party 
turns into one intense evening 
after Elin kisses Agnes on a bet. 
The humiliated Agnes attempts a 
wrist-slashing with a disposable 
razor just as Elin shows up to say 
she’s sorry and really wants to be 
friends. In a lovely moment of 
bonding, the two girls decide to 
hitchhike to Stockholm and leave

behind their small-town lives in 
Amal (the film’s original Swedish 
title is Fucking Amal). And in the 
course of an evening, the gawky, 
insecure Agnes blossoms into a 
slightly butch Romeo, as Elin goes 
from brattiness to bravado. The 
dark backseat of a car provides the 
perfect setting for Elin to initiate 


a genuine (though brief) makeout 
session, and although they give up 
on the idea of Stockholm, they 
promise to call each other. 

Realizing she’s now madly in 
love with Agnes but unable to 
cope with the stigma of being a 
lesbian, Elin runs straight into the 
arms of the puppy-with-the-mo- 
torbike Johan (Mathias Rust), and 
refuses to talk to Agnes. 

After losing her virginity to 
Johan and denouncing Agnes as a 
dyke, Elin finally comes to her 
senses, dumps the dope, and goes 
after Agnes with a vengeance. 

With its quirky handheld 
zooms and grainy 16mm blow-up 
look, Show Me Love gives a charm¬ 
ing and genuine portrayal of 
teenage life — hanging around, 
being mean to each other, watch¬ 
ing TV and comparing cell 
phones — all against a backdrop 
of noisy school cafeterias and 
well-meaning but ineffective par¬ 
ents. And like its American coun¬ 
terpart, Alix Sichel’s All Over Me, 
the film offers a poignant vision of 
teenage girls in love. ▼ 



some of politics’ conventional 
games with style, including media 
manipulation. The film recounts a 
typical episode, complete with 
contemporary footage, of Milk 
holding a Duboce Park press con¬ 
ference about “the terrible prob¬ 
lem of dog shit.” A mock-cha¬ 
grined Milk drove home the point 
by stepping in a pile, but the press 
didn’t know he’d placed it there 
earlier himself. 

The film features many nation¬ 
al and local celebrities, and makes 
some surprising revelations about 
them. The arguably homophobic 
President Jimmy Carter, for exam¬ 
ple, didn’t want to be pho¬ 
tographed with Milk; and his sis¬ 
ter, evangelist Ruth Carter Staple- 
ton, offered to convert Milk “if you 
accept Jesus Christ as your savior.” 
(Ever the cutup, Milk asked her 
why she shook his hand: “You 
don’t know where that hand has 
been!”) More heartening are the 
memories of his peers, including 
Tom Ammiano, who, like many in

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The big meltdown 

'House of l/l /ax' in 3-D at the Castro

O nce in a lifetime, each artist 
feels the hand of God,” says 
Dr. Henry Jarrett (Vincent 
Price), referring to his wax figure 
of Marie Antoinette in House of 
Wax (1953), revived at the Castro 
Theatre in its original 3-D version 
on October 24-25, and again from 
October 27-31. One of the great 
giggles in this understated camp 
classic is the seriousness with 
which everyone regards Dr. Jar¬ 
rett’s “artistic” recreations of his¬ 
toric persons. Well, almost every¬ 
one. Early on, his business part¬ 
ner, Matthew Burke (Roy 
Roberts), wants him to sensation¬ 
alize his tableaux, but Jarrett re¬ 
fuses to prostitute his genius in 
this way. Instead, he seeks a new 
investor, art critic Sidney Wallace 
(the ever-elegant Paul Cavanagh), 
who is dazzled by Jarrett’s ability, 
especially his recreation of the 
doomed Queen of France. “Her 
eyes follow you wherever you go,” 
he exclaims. 

Alas, Wallace is leaving for 
Egypt and won’t be able to invest 
in Jarrett’s museum for three 
months. Burke can’t wait. The fig¬ 
ures are insured for $25,000 (the 
film is set in 1900), so he burns the 
place down, leaving Jarrett for 
dead. 

Months later, Burke is in a beer 
garden, courting a coy golddigger, 
Cathy Gray (a blonde and very 
pretty Carolyn Jones). They plan 
to wed at Niagara Falls, so he re¬ 
turns to his office to get his 
$25,000. But waiting for him is a 
sinister, disabled, and disfigured 
man, dressed in black, who stran¬ 
gles him and later kills the lovely 
Cathy. Both bodies are eventually 


stolen from the morgue. 

Susan Allen (Phyliss Kirk), 
Cathy’s boarding-house room¬ 
mate, witnesses her murder, but 
manages to escape the killer by 
fleeing to her fiance’s home. Dr. 
Jarrett reappears, a miraculous 
survivor of the fire, but his hands 
are permanently damaged, so he 
can no longer sculpt, and he is 
forced to use a wheelchair. How¬ 
ever, he has found two trainable 
assistants and soon reopens his 
new museum, now filled with de¬ 
pictions of recent murders as well 
as historical figures. The obser¬ 
vant Susan notices that Joan of 
Arc looks suspiciously like Cathy, 
whose death is being investigated 
by Lt. Brennan (Frank Lovejoy). 

Jarrett wants Susan to model 
for Marie Antoinette, and she re¬ 
luctantly agrees. The horrifying 
truth about the sculptures eventu¬ 
ally comes out, but not before 
pretty Susan is placed in grave 
danger. 

The B side 

Director Andre de Toth, a vet¬ 
eran of B-movies and for a time 
married to ’40s screen siren 
Veronica Lake, keeps the action 
moving. Many of the 3-D effects 
are gratuitous, like the scene in a 
restaurant where a chorus of turn- 
of-the-century belles do high 
kicks and toss their butts in the 
air, but others increase the sus¬ 
pense. The film has a lavish look 
and effective music by David But- 
tolph. 

Price, who first received ac¬ 
claim on Broadway and London 
as Prince Albert opposite Helen 
Hayes’ Victoria Regina, and who 
had been a film star for over 15 
years ( Elizabeth and Essex, Laura, 
Dragonwyck), gives a too-re- 


strained performance. Still, he 
makes the most of the occasional 
campy line from screenwriter 
Crane Wilber. For example, while 
discussing his wax John Wilkes 
Booth, he says, “It’s hard to get an 
actor to stop talking.” 

House of Wax would lead Price 
into two decades of starring in 
campy horror classics ( The Fly, 
The Fall of the House of Usher, The 
Masque of the Red Death.) In the 
late ’70s/early ’80s, he returned to 
the stage in a one-man play about 
Oscar Wilde, getting excellent re¬ 
views. In 1991, the Los Angeles 
Film Critics honored him with a 
lifetime achievement award. 

Except when she has to scream 
— which is frequent, especially to¬ 
wards the end — Kirk is fairly 
placid. Two years later, she 
co-starred with Frank Sinatra in 
Johnny Concho. She had played 
Red Buttons’ wife in his 1953 sit¬ 
com, and in 1957 would star as a 
lively Nora Charles (Peter Lawford 
was Nick) in television’s version of 
The Thin Man. By the mid-’60s, 
illness forced her to stop acting. 

The terrific Jones is on screen 
all too briefly, but makes the most 
of her scenes. She would go on to 
garner a Best Supporting Actress 
Oscar nomination for The Bache¬ 
lor Party (1957), play the corrupt 
Walter Matthau’s mistress with a 
heart of gold who’s hot for Elvis 
Presley’s King Creole (1958), and 
eventually find stardom as Morti- 
cia in the 1960s television series 
The Addams Family. She died 
from stomach cancer in 1983, 
aged 54. 

Roberts, another familiar face 
for aging baby boomers, is appro¬ 
priately greedy as the real villain 
of the film. (He is best remem¬ 
bered as Gale Storm’s cruise ship

captain in her ’50s sitcom Oh, Su¬ 
sanna!) The humorless Lovejoy, 
like de Toth a veteran of ’40s 
B-pictures, would also find suc¬ 
cess in television in the 1950s, 
starring as a private detective in 
Meet McGraw. The young Charles 
Bronson, billed as Charles 


Buchinsky, plays Jarrett’s brutish 
assistant, Igor. 

House of Wax made a mint at 
the box office, the most popular of 
Warner Bros.’ 1953 releases. The 
public was initially drawn to the 
new technology, but the film holds 
up better than 3D has. ▼ 


Legendary 
jazz artists 


On film at the

A s part of the 18th annual 
San Francisco Jazz Festival, 
the Castro Theatre is pre¬ 
senting Jazz on Film on Thursday, 
October 26. Only a small portion 
of the clips to be shown on the big 
screen were available for preview, 
and I watched Female Vocalists, a 
collection of clips culled from the 
Chertoff Archive of TV and movie 
appearances of some of the great¬ 
est jazz performers of the 20th 
century. In keeping with the high 
quality of performers who are ap¬ 
pearing around the Bay Area live 
this month as part of the Jazz Fes¬ 
tival, this historical look at their 
predecessors is bound to please 
the jazz aficionado. 

Jazz on Film is not exactly 
That’s Entertainment, since the 
clips are not narrated or embell¬ 
ished; instead, they are simply 
compiled and presented. But the 
performances stand on their own. 

How far we have come from a 
humiliating, cotton-picking, 
“darkie” stage performance by the 
great Ethel Waters in a 1929 Warn¬ 
er Brothers talkie, On with the 
Show. (She sings “Am I Blue?” She 
had reason to be!) But this chance 
to see the singer who was the in¬ 
spiration for several generations of 
female jazz vocalists is a rare one. 

Billie Holliday, showing the 
haggard effects of her difficult life,

croons “Foolin’ Myself” in a 1958 
television performance. Carmen 
McRae is seen in a live perfor¬ 
mance at the 1967 Monterey Jazz 
Festival, scattin’ “Satin Doll.” A 
young Sarah “Sassy” Vaughan ap¬ 
pears in a glam strapless gown to 
croon her inimitable way through 
“The Nearness of You,” and Dinah 
Washington, rarely seen on film, 
sings an odd choice, “My Lean 
Baby,” which does not show her 
distinctive voice off to its best ad¬ 
vantage. Helen Merrill caresses “It 
Never Entered My Mind,” and Ella 
Fitzgerald bounces through “One 
O’Clock Jump” with Count Basie. 

But besides these presentations 
from well-known jazz chanteuses,

A hero is born 


'Billy Elliot' has audiences cheering through their tears

hen a screen woman 
breaks into a man’s 
world, be she Mildred 
Pierce, Yentl or G. I. Jane, she is 
celebrated. When a screen man 
breaks into a woman’s world, 
he’s... Tootsie. How sad that our 
stubborn sexism limits man’s fem¬ 
ininity to dress-up. 

Billy Elliot, a remarkable new 
British sleeper that has broken 
box-office records in the UK, takes 
a significant step toward repara¬ 
tion. Its bracing blast of fresh gen¬ 
der politics will surely humble the 
likes of Robert Bly, Susan Faludi 
and the entire cast of The Full 
Monty. 

Billy is a motherless 11-year- 
old, all puppy-dog energy, with a 
big brother and dad (Gary Lewis) 
toiling in the coal mines of north¬ 
eastern England. He’s a loser at 
boxing, his dad’s sport, but ex¬ 
hibits a rare gift for ballet. Against 
his dad’s wishes, and amidst a 


flurry of tutued girls, Billy takes 
lessons from Mrs. Wilkinson, 
played with broad crustiness by 
Julie Walters. The confrontations 
between teacher, parent, sibling 
and protege are fierce and unsen¬ 
timental, but eventually grow to 
something of great emotional sat¬ 
isfaction. 

Director Stephen Daldry and 
screenwriter Lee Hall made a bril¬ 
liant choice to set Billy’s story dur¬ 
ing the crippling coal miners 
strike of ’84-’85. It’s not there 
merely to indicate why dad and 
brother are so grumpy. The strike 
is emasculating; it renders worn- 
out habits of masculinity power¬ 
less against Thatcher’s union- 
busting. Since Billy never bought 
into the machismo all around 
him, he becomes the pint-sized 
liberator of his male kinfolk. If 
this all sounds a bit too Pollyanna, 
it’s not. Dad’s thaw may be as in¬ 
evitable as Christopher Plummer’s 
in The Sound of Music, but it is 
also a surprising highlight in an 
inspiration-filled movie. 


Little Lord of the Dance 

There are missteps here and 
there. Too often the music, with 
tracks by T-Rex, The Jam and 
Stephen Gately, intrudes on scenes 
that should end with more honest 
drama. A key showdown with fa¬ 
ther and son rings false for this 
reason. With generous time de¬ 
voted to Billy’s dancing, Peter 
Darling’s choreography starts 
looking too Lord of the Dance for 
its own good. And scenes at the 
Royal Ballet are ridiculously pris¬ 
tine. The ballet is an effective con¬ 
trast to Billy’s grubby hometown, 
but Daldry forgot that dancers 
sweat and wear tacky clothes. 

The question of Billy’s sexuali¬ 
ty inevitably comes up, and 
Daldry and Hall handle it to per¬ 
fection. Billy tells his unambigu¬ 
ously gay best friend that he’s not 
a poof, but that means nothing 
coming from a boy on the brink of 
puberty. Billy remains a sexual 
enigma, which lifts this movie 
above a gay story that non-gay au¬ 


diences could dismiss to a human 
story of struggle and triumph. 
Billy is what you decide he is. 

For a first-time film director, 
Daldry shows impressive control 
and confidence with the material. 
He intuits that a movie builds its 
effect by fine bits of character. 
Walters takes a drag on her ciga¬ 
rette during class without missing 
a beat, and volumes are spoken 
about her steadfast weariness. Her 
daughter strikes a stick against a 
stone wall while walking home, 
and when stone turns into a row 
of shielded riot police, she makes 
no acknowledgment, so ordinary 
is this state of siege. 

By the conclusion, which man¬ 
ages to be hackneyed and original 
at the same time, count on Billy 
Elliot giving you a good cry. Criti¬ 
cism can be made for convention¬ 
al plot devices and some leanings 
toward ham by Walters, but the 
overall effect is a crowd-pleasing 
exhilaration that makes classics.

Billy Elliot, pint-sized liberator 
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Black and white

T he search for truth takes 
constant vigilance and re¬ 
working of ideas. Some¬ 
times those who search get lost in 
details, only to recover their bear¬ 
ings, stepping back to consider the 
whole picture, and coming to a 
conception of what is true that is 
far grander than anything they’d 
considered at the outset. 

Roy Richard Grinker, anthro¬ 
pologist, set out in the mid-1980s 
to seek truth among the Ituri For¬ 
est Pygmies of the Congo, follow¬ 
ing in the footsteps of his famous 
predecessor, Colin Turnbull, one 
of the world’s most renowned and 
influential anthropologists, whose 
name ranks right alongside Mar¬ 
garet Mead’s in professional and 
popular stature. But the truth 
Grinker found was a far cry from 
what he had expected. It had only 
partly to do with the nature of the 
Pygmies, much to do with the na¬ 
ture of anthropology as a profes¬ 
sional and academic discipline, 
and everything to do with the na¬ 
ture of love — in particular, gay 
interracial love. 

The story of how Grinker came 
to the truth and resolved to pre¬ 
sent it to the world in the form of 
a biography, In the Arms of Africa: 
The Life of Colin M. Turnbull (St. 
Martin’s), is quite a remarkable 
journey in itself. As a seeker after 
the truth of human nature, 
Grinker has struck a vein of gold. 

Grinker seems an unlikely can¬ 
didate for writing what must be 
one of the most powerful descrip¬ 
tions of a gay relationship ever 
written. He set out originally to 
bury Turnbull, not to praise him. 
He sought to debunk Turnbull, 
decrying his work as shoddy, aim¬ 
ing to present what he considered 
a more grounded, less fanciful de¬ 


scription of Pygmy culture. Yet 
Grinker ended up writing a book 
transcending his own limitations 
as a straight, white male. He dived 
into the true story of Turnbull and 
his deep, abiding love for an 
African American man, Joe 
Towles, and came up with a story 
that anyone gay — especially any¬ 
one open ,to interracial love — 
could find relevant to their own 
lives. 

Round robin 

While the Pygmies themselves 
play only supporting roles in this 
book, their spirit galvanized three 
anthropologists who lived and 
worked among the tribe — Turn- 
bull; his lover of 30 years, Towles; 
and their biographer, Grinker — 
leading in a very roundabout way 
to this book, which could well 
come to be recognized as one of 
the most important works of gay 
anthropology ever produced. 
Our contemporary gay culture 
owes a debt to Turnbull, Towles 
and Grinker, three men with a 
passion for the truth, who in 
their very different ways came to 
embody and disseminate what 
they all saw as the beautiful, rela¬ 
tively harmonious spirit of 
Pygmy culture. 

It’s also fair to say that this 
book, once it gets pored over by 
scholars and ordinary folks, will 
generate a fair amount of contro¬ 
versy. The portrayal of the love be¬ 
tween the brilliant, passionate 
Turnbull and the beautiful, stub¬ 
born Towles was not without con¬ 
flicts of all sorts. In detailing these 
troubles, Grinker plops himself 
into the thick of myriad social and 
cultural issues. That he brazens his 
way through, trying his best to 
make sense of it all, is a credit to 
his diligence as a scholar. Whether 
or not his portrayal of the two 
men, Turnbull and Towles, char¬ 
acterizes them as they would have 
characterized themselves remains 
for posterity to decide. And as we 
well know, posterity is full of 


harsh critics. 

The likeliest criticism will 
focus on Gr inker’s portrayal of the 
professional and intellectual 
stature of Towles relative to his 
partner/patron, Turnbull. In this 
portrayal, Towles comes off as a 
lightweight intellectually, far from 
the keen mind everyone agrees 
was Turnbull’s. Towles seems dif¬ 
ficult, erratic, pompous, yet at the 
same time immensely down to 
earth, perhaps far more so than 
Turnbull, who only got his 
grounding late in life, becoming a 
Buddhist monk after Towles’ 
death from AIDS in 1988. 

In Grinker’s view, Towles 
would have amounted to little ex¬ 
cept for Turnbull, who with a zeal 
bordering on obsessiveness 
sought to remake his lover in his 
own image. As Grinker portrays it, 
Towles became an anthropologist 
only because Turnbull pushed 
him to do so. Turnbull so loved 
Towles that he wanted to give him 
the world, and the best way to do 
that was to make him a fellow an¬ 
thropologist. Turnbull pushed his 
career with a fervor that made 
universities cringe. Any depart¬ 
ment that wanted to capture 
Turnbull and his huge cachet had 
to accept (always in a lesser posi¬ 
tion) Towles as a fellow teacher. 
The two came as a package. The 
universities almost always bowed 
to Turnbull and his whims. They 
knew Towles was Turnbull’s lover, 
utterly inseparable. Turnbull in¬ 
sisted the relationship be known 
and openly acknowledged. Be¬ 
cause Towles was African Ameri¬ 
can and Turnbull of Anglo origin, 
their partnership was all that 
much more problematic for the 
universities. But it was Turnbull, 
after all, so what could they do?

eye for detail, Tilson Thomas still 
kept his eye on the horizon, mak¬ 
ing relative sense of Mahler’s 
sometimes confusing drama. Crit¬ 
ics have called the work “mad” 
and “lacking in direction,” even 
“cliche-ridden,” but MTT obvi¬ 
ously shares the composer’s belief 
that “the symphony must be like 
the world. It must embrace every¬ 
thing.” 

Standing like some once-ma- 
jestic edifice that has been slowly 
engulfed by the wildness of na¬ 
ture, Tilson Thomas’s Seventh 
shone in the mysterious moon¬ 
light and emerged in the blazing 
light of day with great ramshackle 
beauty. Some find the Finale hol¬ 
low and cynical. MTT found the 
triumphant energy. 


Nutter butter 

The overpowering evening had 
begun with two Schubert songs 
for Female and Male Chorus, 
Stdndchen, D.920, and Gesangder 
Geister iiber den Wassern, D.714. 
Both are gorgeous and eminently 
worthy of frequent performance, 
but they almost appeared in this 
context as an excuse for an inter¬ 
mission so that patrons could steel 
themselves for the onslaught of 
Mahlerian psychodrama. Still, the 
women of the SFS Chorus gave 
lovely support to mezzo-soprano 
Jane Gilbert (even if their diction 
sounded a little peanut-buttery at 
times), and pianist Marc Shapiro 
was just right. The men of the SFS

thrilling Concerto for Orchestra 
on a program with less intellectu¬ 
ally stimulating crowd-pleasers. 

Tilson Thomas has shown his 
pedigree with the music of Mahler 
many times in Davies Hall, and 
the line to his mentor Leonard 
Bernstein is clear. Perhaps more 
than any other modern conduc¬ 
tor, Bernstein made us aware of 
the composer’s importance, and 
MTT remains fully committed to 
the cause. His 1997 recording of 
the sprawling Symphony No. 7 
with the London Symphony Or¬ 
chestra (RCA Victor) is a good 
documentation of an advocate’s 
passionate involvement, but his 
less-tailored live rendition with 
the SFS recently showed even 
more insight and affinity. 

The Seventh, sometimes 
dubbed the Song of the Night , is 
surely Mahler’s most problematic 
symphony, and it has never really 
gained the widespread popularity 
afforded the other eight. A huge, 
episodic and wildly moody work, 
this is definitely more than a little 
night music, and the technical de¬ 
mands alone are thoroughly 
daunting. Any conductor is faced 
with a plethora of choices in pac¬ 
ing and interpretation, while the 
orchestra must play with virtuos¬ 
ity, to specifications. 

The San Francisco musicians 
are well in tune with their mae¬ 
stro’s vision, and if they flubbed a 
few notes here and there, they still 
maintained an awesome degree of 
concentration. With an incredible 


San Francisco Symphony Music Director Michael Tilson Thomas

T he San Francisco Symphony 
season got off to a late start 
this year due to the orches¬ 
tra’s European tour, but recent 
weeks have shown the energetic 
musicians in top form and more 
than willing to get their concerts 
up to speed. 

Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas has already left an indeli¬ 


ble impression with his heroic and 
grandly theatrical championing of 
Gustav Mahler’s Symphony No. 7, 
and Chinese pianist Lang Lang 
has Filled this year’s quota of 
ridiculously young and talented 
soloists early on. 

There have also been some ap¬ 
pealing sidelights, thanks to Vance 
George’s Symphony Chorus and 
guest conductor Yan Pascal Torte¬ 
lier’s rather brave decision to 
schedule Witold Lutoslawski’s 


Imagining 
Garcia Lorca

Christiaan De Jong: Ferias 
Ensemble Barcelona Nova Musica 
Christiaan De Jong, conductor 
(Pyxos Records) 

F ederico Garcia Lorca (1898- 
1936) is one of the greatest 
and most original Spanish 
poets of the last century, and a 
deeply influential figure in the 
resurgence of arts and letters in his 
time. He was also friends with 
composer Manuel DeFalla, and 
two fellow Surrealists, film direc¬ 
tor Luis Bunuel and painter Sal¬ 
vador Dali (1904-1989), who was 
also his first lover. Lorca’s impact 
on his culture is comparable to 
that of Jean Cocteau on his, and 
like Cocteau, he drew. 

Lorca also transcribed much 
Spanish folk music, sang, played 
the piano, composed, ran an ex¬ 
perimental theatre group, “La Bar- 
raca,” wrote eight books of poems, 
three classic plays — Bodas de 
Sangre (1933), Yerma (1934) and 
La Casa de Bernarda Alba (1936) 
— as well as a dozen less ambi¬ 
tious ones before he was brutally 
murdered by the Guardia Civil. 

Thoroughly modernist yet 
completely classical, Lorca’s poet¬ 
ry draws on ancient Spanish folk 
traditions — the romancero (bal¬ 
lad), especially the gypsy kind, and 
the cancion (song) — and any mu¬ 
sical setting must convey the pas¬ 
sion and order he got from these 
sources as well as his own unique, 
and very sensual sensibility. 

Dutch composer Christiaan De 
Jong is one of the latest to set Gar¬ 
cia Lorca’s work. His Ferias is a 
suite of 13 poems written one day 
in 1921 and edited for the first 
time" by Ramon Soley. Dejong’s 
piece was finished in 1998, which 
also happened to be the centenary 
of the poet’s birth, and it’s played 
here by his group Ensemble 
Barcelona Nova Musica. De Jong’s 
musical influences are many and 
varied, everything from Bach to 
Pink Floyd and Stravinsky. Still, it 
would be hard to pinpoint these 
— well, maybe the Stravinsky of 
The Soldier’s Tale (1918). The visu¬ 
al influence of his “action painter” 
father is more detectable, and De- 
Jong’s fusing of the seen and the 
heard fits this highly imagistic and 
theatrical poet to a T. 

Slap-happy 

De Jong sets the scene immedi¬ 
ately in #1, “Poema de la Feria,” 
with its jaunty flute tune, passages 
of group singing, and slapping, per¬ 
cussive effects derived from fla-

menco, which give a ritualistic and 
processional quality to Lorca’s evo¬ 
cation of a Spanish village festival. 
De Jong uses similar kinds of 
sounds elsewhere, and they’re per¬ 
fect complements to Lorca’s sophis¬ 
ticated lyrics, which tell stories, con¬ 
jure primal atmospheres, and pro¬ 
ject private moments. His writing 
for soprano Marta Fiol is equally 
evocative and requires her to use 
different vocal registers and differ¬ 
ent kinds of attacks (there are wide¬ 
ly contrasted spoken sections, too). 

The composer also accom¬ 
plishes the neat trick of making 
the music sound both up-to-date 
and ancient, especially in numbers 
like “Cancion Morena,” which has 
a flamenco rhythmic figure on 
contrabass, against harmonically 
extended chords on flute and bass 
clarinet, and what sounds like a 
bowed water glass. “Confusion” 
gets its haunted quality from the 
combination of contrabass with 
Spanish guitar and vibes. It has 
lots of duende — Lorca’s term for 
an unnamable, dark, passionate 
feeling — but so do several others, 
like “Tambor,” with its eponymous 
drum, but also flute, clarinet and 
electric guitar (De Jong plays 
“open form” classical music and 
jazz, too); “Verbena” and “Grito.” 

De Jong shows a keen under¬ 
standing of musical texture, and 
the music itself sounds like an in¬ 
stinctive response to Garcia 
Lorca’s highly imaginative yet 
basic poems. Like many com¬ 
posers of his generation, De Jong 
has taken things from Western 
and non-Western sources, includ¬ 
ing rock and the European avant- 
garde. His music un-self-con- 
sciously blends these elements — 
it’s learned but not the least bit 
academic, and the seams between 
its disparate idioms don’t show. 
The Ensemble Barcelona Nova 
Musica plays with clarity, passion 
and wit. Full texts are included, 
but only in Spanish. ▼

can’t say enough good about the Harvey Milk institute, even 
though I’ve not actually taken any of the classes offered (except 
for a few sessions of a drumming class a few years ago, where I 
learned to appreciate what one can do with those big plastic buck¬ 
ets restaurants use for bulk storage of salad dressing). Like many 
folks in this gay mecca. I’m much too harried to take classes in the 
evenings or on weekends, or so I tell myself as I slouch on the couch 
watching mindless television.

course catalogs to passers-by on the sidewalks every weekend in the 
Castro. Never have I seen two workers for a nonprofit put in so 
much time and still manage to smile to just about everyone. 

Is this a recommendation for the classes the Institute offers? 
Well, yes, sort of. Because I know and respect Kevin’s work, and I’m 
beginning to appreciate Mark’s, I can sense their genuine sense of 
mission, their commitment to a noble cause, the fire in their bellies 
(boy are they hot!). 

Last weekend they were both super visible at the Readers 8c 
Writers Conference at Harvey Milk Civil Rights Academy in the 
Castro, diligently helping coordinate this year’s truly grassroots ef¬ 
fort to create a thriving community of LGBT writers and readers. 
In introducing the conference, principal organizer To mm i Avicolli 
Mecca, formerly of A Different Light Bookstore (now under new 
management, apparently with a new philosophy about marketing 
to the gay community) thanked Kevin and Mark profusely and de¬ 
servedly for their participation, and noted that without their input, 
the Readers 8c Writers Conference would not have happened this 
year, lacking the usual backing from A Different Light. 

Not as though they didn’t already have enough to do running 
their school, Kevin and Mark pitched in to make the conference 
happen.

twists on gay folklore. Young boys, 
caught in their bedrooms reading 
Wolf Weekly, eventually abandon 
their hetero homes to go hang 
with the pack, but parents “can al¬ 
ways tell” is their child is a wolf.

Grinker, speaking with a reporter 
at Cafe Flore following his recent 
reading at A Different Light 
Bookstore. “He was a nice guy 
who collapsed under the burden 
of having to be something he 
couldn’t be.” 

The story of Towles’ falling 
apart, of how dementia overtook 
him and led to torment in the 
final years of the couple’s often 
tempestuous relationship, is one 
of the most harrowing, heart¬ 
rending stories I’ve read in the an¬ 
nals of AIDS reporting, or for that 
matter, in the annals of love. The 
way the story resolves is equally 
powerful for its beauty and hu¬ 


manity. 

Whether Grinker is right that 
Turnbull was a shabby excuse for 
an anthropologist, but a great hu¬ 
manitarian, is a question acade¬ 
mics and the reading public must 
sort out. There’s almost an imper¬ 
ative contained in this book, for 
other scholars to take up the man¬ 
tle and figure out the complexities 
of this beautiful, earth-shaking 
marriage of a white man with a 
black man, both of whom had de¬ 
veloped their conception of love 
among the most loving people on 
Earth. 

Yet the mere fact that Grinker 
has taken up Turnbull’s torch and 
elevated Towles’ name into public 
consciousness speaks volumes 
about the righteousness of 
Grinker’s quest. He, like Turnbull, 


with whom he shares many traits 
(both went to elite prep schools, 
went on to become anthropolo¬ 
gists, studied the Pygmies, lec¬ 
tured at the same university, and 
played keyboards as a pastime), 
came to recognize that ultimately 
what matters in Turnbull’s life is 
not his professional work, but his 
love for Joe Towles. That is what 
Turnbull came to consider his 
most important achievement. 
Whatever he learned among the 
Pygmies, it was only relevant in¬ 
sofar as it influenced his passion 
for Towles. That is what Turnbull 
wanted the world to know. And 
now, thanks to Grinker, the world 
has a chance to receive that mes¬ 
sage, and appreciate why Joe 
Towles mattered so much to Colin 
Turnbull. T

Armistead Maupin on v The Night Listener'

V ft * hen famed gay novelist 
mjnUr Armistead Maupin 
IF T phones from home for 
our scheduled interview, the first 
question I have is if, even as we 
speak, he is looking out his win¬ 
dow on the same spectacular San 
Francisco view he describes in his 
latest novel, The Night Listener. 

“Yeah, although that’s kind of a 
loaded question, because you’re im¬ 
mediately making the leap between 
that character and me,” he says. 

It’s an extremely difficult leap 
not to make. The main character 
and narrator of Maupin’s new 
book, Gabriel Noone, is a famous 
San Francisco writer (although in a 
slight twist, the Noone character is 
most famous for reading his work 
on National Public Radio) whose 
background and view of the world 
seem virtually interchangeable with 
Maupin’s. One of the book’s main 
subplots centers on Noone’s 
breakup with his lover Jess, which 
Maupin’s loyal following will natu¬ 
rally assume is the story of the 
writer’s split several years ago with 
AIDS activist Terry Anderson. 

“I borrowed very heavily from 
our relationship,” says Maupin. 
“I’d be a pretty coy creature if I 
denied that, but at the same time I 
used us as characters in a story 
that I invented. I’ve done that 
from the very beginning of my ca¬ 
reer. Terry and I were Dee Dee and 
D’orothea in Significant Others. I 
don’t know any other way to 
work. I always pull from my own 
life and the lives of the people 
around me to achieve the emo¬ 
tional truths of the story.” 

While the Jess character is not 
an entirely sympathetic one, 
Maupin says that Anderson’s reac¬ 
tion to the book was positive. 

“Terry has encouraged me to 
write this book all along,” he says. 
“One of the great miracles of my 
life is that he and I navigated a 
breakup in such a way that we kept

the very strong love that we feel for 
each other intact. In fact, I’d say 
that we feel more love and respect 
for each other now than we did 
even when we were together.” 

Anderson continues to help 
manage Maupin’s career and is 
traveling with him on his current 
22-city book tour. The two recent¬ 
ly returned from a British tour to 
promote The Night Listener. 

“It’s already on the bestseller 
list over there right now,” says 
Maupin. “The British have always 
embraced Tales of the City more 
feverishly than the general Amer¬ 
ican population.” 

The six novels in Maupin’s 
hugely popular Tales series - Tales 
of the City, More Tales of the City, 
Further Tales of the City, Babycakes, 
Significant Others and Sure of You 
— as well as his 1992 novel Maybe 
the Moon, have been translated 
into a dozen languages around the 
world. Maupin recently saw the 
completion of filming on the third 
television miniseries based on the 
Tales series, which is expected to 
air on Showtime in April. 

Maupin’s adoring readers will 
be thrilled to discover that one of 


my head was a sort of monologue 
from Anna Madrigal, set in the 
present day, in which she looks 
back over her life as a landlady 
and a transgendered person. She 
would be 80 today, which means 
that she’s spent roughly half of her 
life as a man and half as a woman, 
and that seemed like an interest¬ 
ing theme to explore.” 

The piece is currently being 
performed all over the country and 
will be recorded for a CD this fall. 

As for the new book, like much 
of Maupin’s previous work, Night 
Listener contains an element of 
mystery. The Gabriel Noone char¬ 
acter begins an amazing telephone 


relationship with a 13-year-old 
fan named Pete Lomax, who has 
written his own book about being 
the victim of unspeakable sexual 
abuse at the hands of his parents. 
Maupin is careful not to get into 
specifics when talking about the 
mystery that ensues. 

“I am very sensitive about not 
giving away the storyline,” he says. 
“Surprisingly, a large number of 
journalists have felt compelled to 
just lay out the whole plot, which I 
think spoils a great deal of the en¬ 
joyment for readers. I think most 
people reading the book would 
prefer not to know that from an 
article before they pick it up.” ▼ 


Night Listener’s peripheral charac¬ 
ters is a carryover from the Tales 
series. Anna, who is Gabriel 
Noone’s bookkeeper, is the daugh¬ 
ter of Dee Dee and D’orothea and 
the namesake of Tales heroine 
Anna Madrigal, the pot-smoking 
transgendered landlady immor¬ 
talized by Olympia Dukakis in the 
film adaptations. 

“It’s hard for me to resist that,” 
says Maupin, who did the same 
thing in his first post- Tales novel, 
Maybe the Moon. “I do it for my 
own pleasure, largely, to remind 
myself that I’m still functioning in 
the same universe. And I think it’s 
fun for people who’ve been fol¬ 
lowing the stories all along, to no¬ 
tice these threads.” 

Speaking of Anna Madrigal, 
Maupin recently collaborated 
with Jake Heggie, Composer in 
Residence at the San Francisco 
Opera, on a concert piece called 
Anna Madrigal Remembers. 

“He asked me if I would do 
something with him for Chanti¬ 
cleer, the classical choral ensem¬ 
ble, and Frederica von Stade, the 
famous mezzo-soprano,” he says. 
“The first thing that popped into

armistead 
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by Jim Piechota 

The Night Listener by 
Armistead Maupin;

A fter eight years with¬ 
out a peep, Armistead 
Maupin is back, 
armed not only with a riv¬ 
eting, resonant new novel, 
but with news that his Tales 
of the City television serial 
has gone back into produc¬ 
tion for yet another round. 

The novel, narrated by 
Gabriel Noone, a 54-year- 
old San Francisco gay nov¬ 
elist suffering from writer’s 
block, is an exquisite jour¬ 
ney of one man opening his hardened 
heart for someone he cannot see, but can only hear. 

Gabriel, in an effort to jump-start a stalled career, has taken his 
stories to the radio medium on NPR. He serializes them in his own 
voice nightly in a show called Noone at Night (an apt title, since 
Gabriel literally has “no one at night,” now that his longtime lover 
Jess has left him to date other men.) Jess, back from the brink of 
terminal illness with the benefit of protease inhibitors, has been 
given a new lease on life and, unfortunately for his partner, a sud¬ 
den change of heart. 

Enter Pete Lomax, a 13-year-old fan of the radio show, who sends 
a manuscript of his horrific sexual abuse at his parents’ hands to the 
lonely scribe, who shudders when he learns that not only is the boy 
psychologically scarred for life, but that he has contracted HIV. The 
youngster gains Gabriel’s attention quickly, forging a father/son sur¬ 
rogate relationship by phone only, since Pete lives in Wisconsin. This 
bonding will be heartwarming for readers, as Maupin employs his 
masterful knack for engaging dialogue and fresh, distinctive prose 
— even if the relationship itself is implausible. 

Pete’s hyperprotective adoptive guardian, Donna, also befriends 
Gabriel, and it is here where the novel’s momentum starts chug¬ 
ging. By keeping the unseen Pete at a protective distance via tele¬ 
phone, it’s a given that his credibility will eventually become shaky. 
What’s more, Donna’s voice begins to sound eerily like Pete’s, ig¬ 
niting an obsessive spark of curiosity under Gabriel. Soon a search 
party of one is dispatched to a wintry Wisconsin. 

The novel works on a variety of levels. From the tear-jerking 
scenes with Gabriel’s uncommunicative father to the deafening si¬ 
lence that envelops a chance meeting with Jess, Maupin is clearly 
someone who understands human pathos and demonstrates a 
wealth of honest feeling. His portrayal of Gabriel’s rest-stop cruis¬ 
ing adventure is at once hilarious and embarrassingly frank, as our 
hero has valiantly “braved the undiluted world of men again, where 
dicks are king and sex is everything and nothing.” 

Maupin gives venerated nods to the winding streets of San Fran¬ 
cisco and the Bears in the Castro, and, most importantly, affords 
his central character a past steeped in gay history which, like so 
many of our own, is indelibly stained by loss, but redeemed by the 
unconditional love of best friends. 

With all of this going for it, as a sensitive though taut mystery 
gift-wrapped in the pink cellophane of gay literature, The Night Lis¬ 
tener can be declared a page-turning success from beginning to just 
about the end. Here, in the novel’s final pages, our elation wavers 
over a cursory conclusion that seemingly chases its own tail. 

Still, many people believe that it is not the end result of a jour¬ 
ney that matters most, but the experience itself that is most mem¬ 
orable and affecting. This is true of Maupin’s latest expedition: we 
may feel shortchanged by the circuitous closure, But grateful that he 
got us there with impeccable style and grace. T

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

ZERIT® (stavudine), in combination with other antiretroviral agents, is indi¬ 
cated tor the treatment ot HIV-1 infection (see CLINICAL STUDIES). 

CLINICAL STUDIES 

Combination Therapy: The combination use of ZERIT is based on the results of clin¬ 
ical studies in HIV-infected patients in double- and triple-combination regimens with 
other antiretroviral agents. 

One of these studies (START 1I) was a multicenter, randomized, open-label 
study comparing ZERIT (40 mg BID) plus lamivudine plus indinavir to zidovudine 
plus lamivudine plus indinavir in 202 treatment-naive patients. Both regimens 
resulted in a similar magnitude of inhibition of HIV RNA levels and increases in CD4 
cell counts through 48 weeks. 

Monotherapy: The efficacy of ZERIT was demonstrated in a randomized, double¬ 
blind study (AI455-019, conducted 1992-1994) comparing ZERIT with zidovudine 
in 822 patients with a spectrum of HIV-related symptoms. The outcome in terms 
of progression of HIV disease and death was similar for both drugs. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to stavu¬ 
dine or to any of the components contained in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and 
severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported 
with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including stavu¬ 
dine and other antiretrovirals. A majority of these cases have been in women. Obesity 
and prolonged nucleoside exposure may be risk factors. Particular caution should 
be exercised when administering ZERIT to any patient with known risk factors for 
liver disease; however, cases have also been reported in patients with no known 
risk factors. Treatment with ZERIT should be suspended in any patient who develops 
clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or pronounced hepato- 
toxicity (which may include hepatomegaly and steatosis even in the absence of marked 
transaminase elevations). 

2. Peripheral Neuropathy: Peripheral neuropathy, manifested by numbness, 
tingling, or pain in the hands or feet, has been reported in patients receiving ZERIT 
therapy. Peripheral neuropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with 
advanced HIV disease, a history of neuropathy, or concurrent neurotoxic drug 
therapy, including didanosine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that an important toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Patients should be aware that peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, and that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their physicians. Patients should be counseled that peripheral 
neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients who have advanced HIV 
disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discon¬ 
tinuation of ZERIT may be required if toxicity develops.

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 

E sician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
i shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. Patients should be informed that the long-term effects of 
ZERIT are unknown at this time. 

Patients should be informed that the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) recommend that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn infants to reduce 
the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

Drug Interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular phos¬ 
phorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY.) 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 168 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastogenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
Cmax) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C max ) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of sternebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half the 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 
by calling (800) 258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


generally similar to those reported in adults. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pi 
ranging in age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. 
or oral administration of single doses and BID regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy.

When ZERIT is used in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse 
events such as pancreatitis, peripheral neuropathy, and liver function abnormali¬ 
ties. (See WARNINGS and PRECAUTIONS)

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

Musculoskeletal- myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered.

European ideas about personal 
identity, class and sexuality, might 
not survive on strictly aesthetic 
criteria. This doesn’t mean that 
she can’t draw or paint — the ma¬ 
ture portraits attest to her talent 
and skill. Yet the most evocative of' 
her work inevitably is involved 
with her own life, her sensibility, 
her world view and her romantic 
inclinations. This is not a criti¬ 
cism; it is what it is. 

Four self-portraits included in 
this exhibit are clearly concerned 
with gender issues. A 1905 paint¬ 
ing, covered with the dark varnish 
that disfigures much of Brooks’ 
early work, pictures the artist 
heavily veiled in the “women as 
goddess” mode espoused by the 
hypocritical Edwardians. Two 
self-portraits from 1912, inclu¬ 
ding “At the Edge of the Sea” (my 
personal favorite Brooks paint¬ 
ing), move toward androgyny, but 
still depict conventional feminin¬ 
ity. The final self-portrait, from 
1923, shows Brooks as a depressed 
dandy, possibly a serial killer like 
Jack the Ripper, her expressive 
eyes completely covered by a top 
hat. By this time, Brooks had 
stopped painting the erotic nudes 
of the Russian-Jewish dancer Ida 
Rubinstein that constitute the core 
of her work. 

Miss Martyr 

Brooks met Rubinstein around 
1911, when the painter’s 
then-lover, the Italian symbolist 
poet Gabriele d’Annunzio, was 
writing a libretto for Debussy, 
commissioned by Rubinstein, 
who had left Diaghilev’s Ballets 
Russes to form a rival company. 
The subject was The Martyrdom of 
St. Sebastian, then as now a popu¬ 
lar homosexual subject. (Be¬ 
coming aroused by paintings of 
St. Sebastian pierced by arrows 
gave writer Yukio Mishima the 
first clue that he was gay.) Rubin¬ 
stein, as much actress as dancer, 
played the Roman centurion 
marytred for his Christian faith. 
Apparently there was a mild strug¬ 
gle between Brooks and D’An¬ 
nunzio for Rubinstein’s favors. As 
the painter primly put it, “I won.”

She then proceeded to produce 
multiple paintings and pho¬ 
tographs (included in this exhibit 
and quite revealing psychological¬ 
ly) that idealized the dancer’s lithe, 
androgynous look. In his chapter 
on the Rubinstein portraits in the 
catalog, critic Joe Lucchesi suggests 
that Brooks’ “idealization” of Ru¬ 
binstein was a conscious intellec¬ 
tual attack on “the erotics and sex¬ 
ual politics of the female nude” in 
formal painting. In other words, 
the ripely voluptuous, 
eager-for-male-domination stan¬ 
dard set by Italian Renaissance and 
Dutch masters needed to be re¬ 
dressed, and Brooks used Rubin- 
stein’s-angular features and boyish 
body as a weapon. 

Well, maybe, if you are one of 
those scholars who believes that 
art can be scientifically explained. 
If you accept, as most artists do, 
that subconscious inspiration is at 
least part of the artistic process, 
then the Rubinstein paintings — 
the meat of this exhibit, if you’ll 
pardon the crude allusion — 
prove one thing. Whatever it was 
about Rubinstein that stirred 
Brooks — to love and to paint — 


it is visible in these works. 

It is possible to find the iconic 
symbolism — the red cross in 
“Cross of France,” the chains of 
flowers in “Spring,” the dead, 
naked body floating in black limbo 
in “The Crossing” — to be kitschy 
or even repellent, but there is no 
doubt that the artist was able to 
transmit to canvas the deeply erot¬ 
ic reaction Rubinstein had on her 
as lover and model. With the end 
of their affair, sometime around 
1914, Brooks’ experiment in politi¬ 
cizing the female nude ended. 

If the Rubinstein portraits 
come from the heart and the loins, 
and are therefore somewhat over¬ 
heated, Brooks’ classic portraits 
from her later period — 1915 to 
1930 ; — succeed as pure art. They 
are psychological, witty and ele¬ 
gantly painted. (Brooks virtually 
gave up painting in the ’30s, con¬ 
centrating on weird, self-referen¬ 
tial drawings and her unpublished 
autobiography, No Pleasant Mem¬ 
ories, which deals with her family 
history of mental instability.) 

I love the portraits of Elisabeth 
de Gramont and Baroness d’Er- 
langer (both from 1924, in which 
a renegade touch of orange upsets 
the otherwise serene autumnal 
monochrome); of Una, Lady 
Troubridge (also 1924) with her 
dachshunds, men’s clothing and 
monocle, lipstick and earrings; 
and the sensational portrait of 
Muriel Draper (from 1938, the 
last major Brooks painting) with 
its cream, gray and old-gold 
palette. Sapphic or not, though 
they probably all were, these 
women look like a bitchy, intel¬ 
ligent crowd with whom you 
would love to have lunch. ▼

the film, is overcome when he re¬ 
calls Milk’s ability to inspire those 
around him. “I felt like someone 
with worth around Harvey,” Am- 
miano says. The “tremendous har¬ 
mony developing” from Milk’s as¬ 
cension in local politics promised 
a new world for the marginalized 
but especially gay people: “Every 
myth, every lie, every innuendo 
will be destroyed once and for all,” 
Milk thundered in one of several 
speeches the film revisits. 

Of course, inclusion and liber¬ 


ation aren’t high on most politi¬ 
cians’ wish lists, and California 
soon became a battleground. John 
Briggs’ infamous initiative to ban 
gay teachers went down to defeat, 
but bitter feelings remained. Dan 
White, a dimwitted Beaver Cleaver 
who somehow managed to get 
elected supervisor, was disgusted 
by Milk and all he represented. 
After quitting as supervisor then 
trying in vain to reinstate himself, 
the unbalanced White snuck into 
City Hall and killed Moscone and 
then Milk. These sequences have 
some of the film’s most wrenching 
moments: the announcement, the 
mass mourning in the city’s dark 


streets, the wrist-slapping of 
White by a reactionary jury, the 
violent aftermath of widespread 
street riots. The Film packs a lot 
into its 87-minute running time, 
but lingers, rightly, on these rivet¬ 
ing scenes. 

Milk’s death made him a mar¬ 
tyr, but the things he represented 
probably live more in memory 
than in deed. Given the sorry state 
of the city these days, his legend is, 
sad to say, mostly a poignant myth 
about the might-have-beens. ▼

Well, almost; if any¬ 
one remembers another young 
guest star — Olli Mustonen, who 
single-handedly tried to reinvent 
the piece some years back with 
Herbert Blomstedt on the podium 
— they will find more apprecia¬ 
tion for Lang Lang’s straightfor¬ 
ward approach. He gave us an en¬ 
core, too, a Scriabin etude that re¬ 
ally did impress with a muscular 
touch and meticulous placement 
of notes. We will surely encounter 
this young man, currently a stu¬ 
dent of Gary Graffman at the Cur¬ 
tis Institute of Music in Philadel¬ 
phia, again. 

Returning for a third local visit, 
Yan Pascal Tortelier supported 
Lang well with finely balanced or¬ 
chestral support. Of course, as 
Principal Conductor of the BBC 
Philharmonic and leader of many 


Genre gem

Inside Out by Juliet Carrera; 
Harrington Park Press, $19.95 

A fter several weeks of hear¬ 
ing, “Ya gotta read this!,” “I 
couldn’t put it down!,” and 
“My lover and I sat up in bed last 
night and talked about it for a 
half-hour!,” I finally decided to 
pick up Juliet Carreras’ Inside Out 
and see what all the fuss is about. 
Now, if you enjoy literary fiction 
and savor the craft of storytelling, 
perhaps this is not the book for 
you. But if you are craving a good 
love story, a fast-paced romp from 
New York to DC to LA and back, 
and if you love to hate a villain 
you wish you could pull right out 
of the pages and throttle, you’ll 
like this book. 

Dubbed “lesbian fiction,” In¬ 
side Out is really pure genre fic¬ 
tion, lesbian romance in its finest 
form. What makes it unique 
among most books in this genre is 
that it’s also part political intrigue, 
and part suspense. The plot in¬ 
volves a love triangle: there’s Des¬ 
tiny Anderson, the no-nonsense, 
talented rock star from the South, 
a woman wholly without preten¬ 


sion. She loves Andrie (and has so 
since Andrie’s college days), but 
Andrie is the “property” of Ann 
Capwell, a closeted Congress- 
woman who will do anything to 
be re-elected. As the book pro¬ 
gresses, we learn that Ann is the 
worst kind of person: controlling, 
power-hungry, malicious and 
cruel; and by novel’s end, we’d 
even concede she’s a sociopath. 
Andrie floats between the two 
women, and the main conflict dri¬ 
ving the plot is, who will get the 
girl? 

Obviously, I don’t want to give 
everything away, so suffice it to say 
that, true to the genre, by the end, 
all puzzles are solved and the good 
guys — women — win. 

This is Carrera’s first novel, so 
there are many of the usual mis¬ 
takes committed by new writers. 
Sometimes characters speak for 
pages, giving speeches without a 
break. Many descriptions are 
overwritten, either abstract, cliche, 
or packed with irrelevant details. 
This, from the first page: “But liv¬ 
ing with Nicole had only provid¬ 
ed a shallow and temporary dis¬ 
traction from the hollow aching 
feeling that now left her sobbing 
in the dusky shadows of her 
empty home.” Too, Destiny an-

excellent recordings in his exclu¬ 
sive contract with prestigious 
Chandos Records, Tortelier was 
here to stretch his own artistic 
muscles as well. He opened the 
concert with the rarely performed, 
though well-known, Suite from 
Hary Janos, Opus 15 by Zoltan 
Kodaly. Charming music, charm¬ 
ingly performed by the attentive 
musicians, and I’ll be damned if 
the horns didn’t play more per¬ 
fectly than they did the week be¬ 
fore in the Mahler Seventh! The 
conductor himself was physically 
involved, with some balletic 
moves during the stirring Inter¬ 
mezzo, a Hussar’s recruiting dance 
that still reeks of Hungarian na¬ 
tionalism and gypsy passion. 

The nationalistic theme was 
echoed throughout the concert, 
even in the Grieg Concerto. The 
second half of the bill was given 
over to Lutoslawski’s Concerto for 
Orchestra, which employs ele¬ 
ments of Polish folk melody. Of 
course, the composer makes the 
piece uniquely his own, and the 
performance brought back a won¬ 
derful memory of Lutoslawski’s 
appearance at Davies Hall in 
March 1991, when he conducted 
the Concerto himself. 

Tortelier emphasized the mon¬ 
umental aspects of the score and 
found delicious clarity in the intri¬ 
cate orchestration, but I preferred 
the composer’s less harsh ap¬ 
proach. Nevertheless, the audience, 
save for some who fled for the exits 
early, seemed to appreciate the 
guest conductor’s obvious enthusi¬ 
asm, and the orchestra played di¬ 
vinely. The season really is up and 
running with great spirit. ▼
